“Ordinances and decrees of the 
Kaiser will be issued in the name 
of the empire and will require for 
validity the counter-signature of the

How Men Liable to Military Service 


are to be Registered.

ASHINGTON, May 
W official outline of the method 
by which military registration 
is to be carried out under the selec- 
tive conscription bill was made pub- 
lic today with an appeal from the 
War Department for the voluntary 
services of State election and other 
officials in order that there may be 
yo delay in enrolling and classify- 
ing millions of men for army duty. 
Careful preparation has been made 
to place the whole task in the 
hands of civilian officials of the 
States ard to remove every sugges- 
tion of military force in putting the 
measure into effect. The only func- 
tion of the Federal government will 
be supervision through the office of 
the Provost Marshal-General. The 
department's statement follows: 

“There was a time in the coun- 
try’s history when military enum- 
erators, backed by bayor ets, went | 
out among the people to take a 
compulsory se e census. Today 
under the principle of universal 
liability to service the execution of 
the law is put into the hands of the

“The Governor of each State will 
be the chief of registration therein. 
The machinery of registration -in 
each county is to be in charge of 
the Sheriff, the County Clerk and 
the county physician, act ex- 
unless a different oard 
shall be announced by the Gover- 
nor. In cities containing popula- 
tiors of more than 30,000 the regis- 
tration will be under the control of 
the Mayor and selected boards of 
registration. In order that the 
designated county and city officiais, 
and the people generally, can get a 
clear understarding of the census 
methods the following brief outline 
is given: 

“The sheriffs or other designated 
officials, immediately upon receiving 
notice from the Governor, shall ap- 
— for each voting

All registrars must be sworn.

Full printed instructions 
covering every detail of registra- 
tion will be in the hands of sheriffs 
and Mayors on the fifth day after 
the President's proclamation. 

“The Mayor of a city containing 
more than 30,000 inhabitantse or 
the officials designated by the Gov- 
ernor therein, shall, with approval 
of the Governor, appoint for each 
ward or convenient minor subdivi- 
sion containing about 30,000 people 
one registration board and shall 
designate one officer of each board 
to perform duties similar to those 
imposed on the Sheriff, as heretofore 
outlined. If the Mayor desires he 
may appoint a central board to co- 
ordinate the work of minor boards. 

“On the fifth day after the Presi- 
dent has issued his proclamation 
clerks of counties and cities of over 
30,000 must secure a supply of 
blanks and copies of the registration 
regulations from the Sheriff or from 
the Mayor. Absentees and the sick 
will apply to such clerks to hate 
their registration cards filled out. 
In no case shall such persons be 
given registration certificates. They 
are to be instructed by the clerk 
that the burden is on them to see 
to it that the cards reach the regis- 
trars of their home precincts by reg- 
istration day. 

“Persons absent from their home 
counties may be registered by mail. 
If so absent, a man should go to 
the clerk of the county where he 
may be staying on the sixth day 
after the date of the President's 
proclamation. If he is in a city of 
over 80,000 population the City 
Clerk is the official to whom to ap- 
ply.

AN AVALANCHE 


Treasury Buried Beneath the 
Subscription Flood. 


Half Million Dollars Minute 
Rate of Offerings. 


Alaska, Hawaii, Philippines 
All Want Their Share. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT wur! 
WASHINGTON, May 6—The 
treasury was buried beneath an 
avalanche of subscriptions to the 
liberty loan today. Yesterday’s 
pace of $20,000,000 an hour was 


quickened to almost $600,000 a 
minute, and it became apparent 
that the $2,000,000,000 offering 


would be over-subscribed beyond 
all previous estimates, 

Compilations of subscriptions re- 
ceived today was beyond a physi- 
cal possibility with the present 
working staff. Probably one-fourth 
of the offering already has been 
spok for. Officials listed subscrip- 
tions © received up to 2 p.m. and 
found that during the six hours of 
working time since the last com- 
pilation the country had subscribed 
to $172,983,000 additional, bringing 
the grand total for the two days up 
to $311,657,000, exclusive of thous- 
ands of replies yet to be listed. 

Subscriptions listed yesterday and 
today represent the offerings of legs 
than 6 per cent. of the total num- 
ber of financial institutions before 
twhich Secretary McAdoo placed the 
offering  forty-elght hours ago. 
Should the present ratio be main- 
tained the banks and their custom- 
ers will have subscribed to approzxi- 
mately $6,600,000,000 worth of the 
bonds, an oversubscription of more 
than 200 per cent. 

WIRE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


As many of the larger financial 
institutions have telegraphed their 
subscriptions, however, officials are 
inclined to believe that the present 
ratio hardly will be maintained.

There are 
several mall herds of goats in these 
hills now and they are raised not 
for the milk, but for their coat of 
silky wool, which is used in making 
mohair cloth. 

It is said that the small herds now 
are only the forerunners of larger 
ones that will have the low hills and 
the canyons of the mountains for 
their grazing ground. There has 
been a great demand for the wool 
since so much of it is being used in 
the manufacture of sweater coats 
as well as the mohair cloth. High 
prices are now being paid for the 
wool and manufacturers say that 
they will pay a good price for first- 
quality wool, 

8. Thurman was the first man to 
realize the possibilities of using the 
San Bernardino Mountains as gras- 
ing ground for goat herds and al- 
though he has started out in a small 
way his herd is rapidly growing. He 
says that it has paid much better 
than he expected and that it offers 
a Food living for a man who does 
not have a large amount to invest.

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BATTERY IF YOU KNOW HOW. 


| battery knowledge beats 
guesswork,” says A. J. Tobey 
of the Western Auto Electric Com- 
pany, local Willard Service Station, 
“and three simple tests will give the 
average car owner all the knowl- 
edge he needs. They are hydro- 
meter tests, ammeter tests and 
thermometer tests. 
“The hydrometer test tells the 
motorist the condition of charge of 
battery. Strictly speaking, when he 


makes this test, the car owner gets 
not the state of charge, but the spe- 
cific gravity of the electrolyte, This, 
however, is an exact index of the 
charge, for in a fully charged bat- 
tery the electrolyte has a specific 
gravity of from 1.275 to 1.300% As 
the battery weakens, the specific 
gravity diminishes until at 1.125, the 
battery, for all practical purposes is 
dead—it has not power enough to 
turn over the engine. 

In the care of the storage bat- 
tery frequent hydrometer tests are 
of paramount importance. For asat- 
isfactory service a battery ought to 
be kept in a fully charged condi- 
tion, and unless the car owner has 
some way of ating out if the bat- 
tery is in this condition, he natur- 
ally cannot take the proper steps to 
get the best from it. 

It the car owner hasn't been us- 
ing his lights and starting battery 
carefully and the hydrometer read- 
ing shows that his battery is less 
than fully charged, the first thing he 
will naturally do is to see whether 
the generator is producing a satis- 
factory amount of current. To de- 
termine this, he makes the ammeter 


test. 

“Most automobiles today that are 
equipped with starting and tighting 
devices are provided with the am- 
meter, so that this test involves 


nothing more than taking the read- 
ing from the dial of the instrument 
which is usually situated in the 
dash of the car. 

“There are several ways of mak- 
ing the ammeter test, but the sim- 
lest, perhaps, is this—with the car 
standing still and all the lights 
burning, take the ammeter reading. 
This reading will be with the hand 
to the left of the neutral point, or on 
the discharge side of the dial. Then, 


N THE care of the storage. 


is running with the lamps lighted, 
the current from the generator goes 
direct to the lamps. If there is an 
excess of current over what the 
lights use, this is sent to the storage 
battery. Of course when the lamps 
are not being used, the current 
goes to the battery. 

“If the rate of charge is found 
to be less than the rate of discharge 
with the lights going, the generator 


should be adjusted, for it is not re- 


turning sufficient power to the bat- 
tery to offset the normal discharge: 

“The third test—the thermometer 
test—-is hardly necessary when the 
machine is being used on average 
work, but it Is important when tour- 
ing. Unless the generator is out of 
adjustment there is little liability of 
the battery becoming discharged or 
empty. The danger in this case is 
of the opposite character—that with 
the machine being run at a fairly 
high rate of speed for long periods 
the generator will return to the bat- 
tery more current than is being used 
for starting an lighting. Over- 
charging the battery is just as dis- 
astrous as undercharging. 

“The symptom of overcharging is 
overheating and it is to detect this 
that the thermometer is used. 
Normally the battery temperature 
will be approximately atmdspheric 
temperature. A fully charged bat- 
tery with a temperature of 100 deg. 
F. is at the danger point. If the 
temperature rises to 120 deg. or 
over the probabilities are that the 
battery will be ruined. 

“Excessive heat causes buckling 
of. the plates and an. attendant 
breaking down of insulation, which 
in turn short circuits the battery 
and puts tbe electric equipment 
out of commission. 

“The most satisfactory thermome- 
ter for the car owner is the dairy 
thermometer. It is not only reason- 
ably cheap, but it will stand harder 
usage than more e inetru- 
ments. 

“If at any time the car owner 
has trouble with his battery and 
none of these three tests throws any 
light upon the matter the first thing 
to do, naturally, is to go to the bat- 
tery service station. Here, in fact, 
the car owner who does not want 
to make these tests Himself can 
have them made by battery experts 
The point is, intelligent battery care

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EOPLE have often asked me 
P what type of golf course I re- 
gard as the ideal, both as a 
test for the good player and a train- 
ing ground for the beginner. There 
are various kinds that might be 


| called excellent—some hilly and oth- 


ers comparatively flat, some beside 
the sea and others on the heaths 
and commons of hinterland—but, as 
a general principle, I would say that 
no course would be considered good 
unless it had hazards to be carried 
from every tee (except, perhaps, at 
the holes of 500 yards or more) and 
well-guarded putting greens with 
the flag pin situated nearer to the 
bunkers in front of the green than 
‘to those behind it. 

The latter part of this expression 
of opinion calls for explanation. Un- 
questionably is it proper to have 
bunkers or some form of punishment 
at the back of the green so that an 
over-strong shot shall not escape 
lightly, but I am all for encouraging 
bold approaching— that is, the bang- 
ing of the ball right up to the hole 
instead of the scuttling sort of shot 
which the player dispatches with no 
very definite idea about it except 
that he hopes it will pitch and run 
so far and no farther, 

I would have the bunker behind 
the green about fifteen yards from 
the hole. Whatever may be the vir- 
tues of playing short through the 


when there is a chance of reaching 
it. The adage, Never up, never in,” 
deserves to apply as much to ap- 
proaching as to putting. Yet on a 
course where the bunkers in the 
rear of the green are within seven 
or eight yards of the hole—as is 
not infrequently the case—there is 
encouraged a pawky, ultracautious 
kind of approaching in which the 
player tries for nothing more than 
to sneak over the hazard in front 
and stop short. He is apprehensive 
all the while of the hazard behind. 

That is not true golf. He should 
have the incentive to hit the ball up 
to the hole if there is a chance of 
reaching it, and when he has a Iit- 
tle space behind (say, from twelve 
to eighteen yards,) he will attempt 
it. In the fullness of time he will 
learn more and more about the art 
of putti “stop” on the ball and 
will not need so much space, but if 
you make him excessively cautious 
at the outset, he will never obtain 


the confidence that means so much 


in golf, as in other things. 


WHY EVERY TEE SHOULD HAVE 


ITS HAZARD. 
My reason for suggesting that 
there ought to be a hazard calling 
for a carry from nearly every tee 


is that I think that nobody will ever 


develop real skill at the game un- 
less he acquires the gift of getting 
the ball well into the air instead of 
making it fy low and run. The boom 


three prominent amateurs suddenly 
decided that a hazard stretching 
across the course was an out-of-date, 
unfair institution. Their idea was, 
I think, that it all depended on the 
direction of the wind as to whether 
the moderate player would get into 
it from his best shot or carry it. 

Whatever their line of reasoning, 
they moved heaven and earth to 
discredit it, and to a large extent 
they succeeded. The belief that the 
croes-bunker had been found out as 
a wicked imposition spread to 
America, and it figured in the archi- 
tecture of very few courses that were 
then being constructed in the United 
States. That, doubtless, ig why the 
majority of American courses strike 
one as being under-bunkered, and 
why the prevalent shot in the States 
is that which has a low trajectory 
and a long run-—the shot which is 
more perilous than any other in 
the game. 

The cross-bunker can now claim 
to have broken down the wall of 
prejudice which was consolidated 
against it Its right to be re- 
garded as a worthy feature of the 
golf course has beer freely admitted 
during the last few years, and 1 
hope for the sake of the standard 
of play that it will be appreciated 
in America. The person who en- 
dea vors studiously to make his tee 
shots fly low (he ie sure to try it when 
there ig nothing to stop him because 


ing the club does not vary in a man- 
ner of which he is us. By that 
very token is it ce n that, if he 
plays the flat, running tee-shot, he 
will produce the same effect in his 
iron shots and little pitches, which, 
as often ag not, will run to perdi- 
tion. 

This is the fault which can be 
eured by the architecture of golf 
courses and the introduction of the 
cross-bunker. It is very encourag- 
ing to receive, sometimes from un- 
expected quarters a tribute to the 
quality of the shot that files boldly 
into the air Instead of stealing low 
over the ground and scooting along 
the turf at its fall. I remember an 
engaging conversation after taking 
part in a match at Houston, Tex. 
during my last tour in the States.

are woven into the figures that stand 
out in bold relief. The metals, sil- 
ver, are not the least tarnished. The 
colorings of the medallionbike figures 
in the center are extremely rich, the 
royal colors of Spain at that time, 
gold and yellow, predominating. 

On the “military” side the most 
striking figure in the central field is 
the Cross of the Knights of San- 
tiago, a poniard intertwined with a 
cross. The Knights of Santiago was 
@ militant organization that devoted 
especial attention to expelling the 
Moors from Spain. The Spaniards 
fought the Moors 700 years and 
eventually, just as Cortez conquered 
Mexico, succeeded in getting rid of 
them. 

DIADEMS AND JEWELS. 

At the top of the central coat of 
arms on the flag ig the crown of 
worked out in threads of 


pure gold and silver. It is gorgeous 
in effect, the combination producing 
an effect of diadems and jewels. On 
both sides. below the crown are 
military pennants carried by the 
Knights of Santiago. Under them on 
each side are figures of angels. At 
the bottom are two cannon, a bugle, 
a maticd armlet, a helmet with visor 
from which plumes depend and most 
significant of all, a live Moor and 
a dead Moor. The live Moor repre- 
sents a convert, The dead represents 
an infidel. The colors on this side 
are an exquisite blending of gold, 
pink, purple and blue. 

While the religious side shows the 
great difference between religion and 
war, it also depicts that the two went 
hand and hand in those times The 
figure on the central field of the 
“religious” side ig an altar upon 
which reposes a ciboritum above 
which is elevated the Holy Euchar- 


side, is the imperial crown of Spain. 
An angel on one side holds a crozier, 
emblem of the bishop’s power. The 
angel on the other holds the 
triple cross of papal authority over 
the dominions of heaven, earth and 
Hades. Underneath the central altar 
is the papal crown of the Bishop of 
Rome, on each side of which are 
crowns of Castile and Aragon, both 
of which monarchies, through the 
marriage of Ferdinand and Ilsa 
bella, became the kingdom of Spain. 

Interwoven around the central 
field are words which, nslated are, 
“Let us believe firmly in this mystery 
of faith.” This refers to the mystery 
of the Eucharist. A great reve of

The emblem weighs twenty-five 
pounds, the rope of gold weighing 
half that much, so with the addition 
of the flagstaff, a strong person was 
required to carry it on horseback.

By an odd 
coincidence, the Fernandez home 
was originally the first headquar- 
ters of the Holy Inquisition, which 
institution was brought to Mexico 
along with other Spanish customs.

The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has shown that 
the amount of sugar in the sweet 
varieties diminishes very rapidly aft- 
er the ear is pulled from the stalk; 
therefore, in order to retain the 
original sweetness and flavor, it ie 
necessary to can corn very soon aft- 
er it is pulled—within an hour if 
possible. Select the ears with full 
grains before they have begun to 
harden as this is the period of great- 
est sugar content. Husk them and 
brush the silks off with a stiff 
Shear off the grain with a sharp 
knife and pack the jar full. Add 
Sait to taste, usually about a tea- 
spoonful to the quart is sufficient, 
and fill up the jar to the top with 
cold water.

able foods, and in the introduction 
of suitable substitute containers for 
many lines of non-perishable goods’ 


usually packed in tin. 

At present the canners are de- 
manding 40 per cent. more cans 
than the Manufacturers feel they 


are able to promise. 
The greatest saving in tin plate 


can be effected by using substitute 


containers for non-perishable goods, 
and the Department of Commerce. 
through the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, is preparing 
suggestions along this line. Many 
familiar articles are put up in tin 
containers which can well be put up 
otherwise. Good substitutes are now 
in use for packing tobacco, coffee, 
tea, spices, baking powder, soap 
powder, white lead, powdered nts, 
syrup, cocoa, cheese, lard, butter, 
and peanut butter. 

It is suggested that packers of 
such products consider carefully the 
use of substitutes before ordering 
any further supplies of tin cans. The 
department will be glad to assist in- 
quirers who may state the special 
uses for which they wish containers 
to replace tin during the present 
emergency.

CHANGE MINDS.

Vu Prices are Much Higher 
than Last Year. 


Because of the high cost of mov- 
occasioned by the war people 
refuse to move. 


According to several van and etor- 
age companies, the ordinary big May 
business of moving people's effects 
has fallen off at least 25 per cent. 
from normal At this time last 
year, however, it seemed as though 
everybody was moving. Many were 
renting their big homes to others 
and moving into smaller houses, and

Re- 
Pairs on vans are higher than for- 
merly, because all material used in 
them costs more than ever before. 

Cc. C. Colyear of Colyear’s Van 
and Storage Company yesterday said 
that, while the price by the hour of 
moving has really not been raised, 
still it costs the mover a great deal 
more than it ever did. Never before 
was time counted as strictly as it is 
now. 

At our men formerly went to 
move some furniture and it was not 
ready, the time in getting it so was 
not charged for,” said he. “But now 
it is different. Every minute is 
counted, no matter what pens. 
The price, as before, is $1.50 an 
hour, but no fraction of an hour is 
thrown in. If it takes an hour and 
ten minutes to make a trip, that 
ten minutes is counted, where be- 
fore it was not. This counts up 
faster than the average person 
would ever dream it does.“

ERMANY FIXES 
CLOTHES RATION. 


SETS THE MAXIMUM FOR THOSE 
OF ALL SECTIONS, 


Women may Possess Three 
Dresses, a Shawl, and a Mod- 
erate Allowance of More Inti- 
mate Garments—Men Must be 
Content with Two Suits Each. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
BERLIN, April 30.—New regula- 
tions for putting the German people 
on clothes rationg came into force 
on April 1. They go into consid- 
erable detail as to the number of 
garments which citizens may pos- 
gess, and even specify the amount of 
cloth which may be used for mak- 
ing suits and dresses. 7 
The following list of adequate 
wardrobes for men and women is 
officially fixed, and no supply beyond 
this limit may henceforth be pur- 
chased: 
For men: One everyday suit, 
one Sunday suit, one overcoat or 
cape, two smocks or jerseys, two 
waistcoats, two pairs working trous- 
ers, two pairs one pair 
winter gloves, six handkerchiefs, 
three shirts, three suits under- 
clothes, two nightgowns, and four 
pairs stockings. 
For women: Two everyday 
dresses, one Sunday dress, one ex- 
tra skirt, two blouses, one cloak or 
cape, one shawl, one dressing gown, 
three aprons, one pair winter gloves, 
six handkerchiefs, four chemises, 
three nightgowns, three suits of un- 
derclothing, three petticoats, and 
four pairs stockings. 
Both men and women are limited 
to three pairs of shoes, one pair of 
house slippers, three pillow cases, 
two sheets, two blankets, one 
elderdown, three towels, two kitchen 
towels, and three dusting towels 
Both men and women are limited te 


be well, but I cannot reckon in their 
ranks more than six whose claims 
would bear momentary considera- 
tion. 

“as for the plutocrats, the men 
who have bought lands and titles in 
the open market—and the one 1 
nearly as readily purchased as the 
other—they have not the old feudal 
tradition of the aristocracy.

“For the betterment of social 
conditions in England 4 supreme 
sacrifice is required. It is no more 
than justice that the men who have 
offered their lives in this war for 
Britain should have the freedom of 
Britain for their reward. It is no 
justice that calls men to fight for 
the land and leaves it in the hands 
of a fraction of those who fought. 
To me it is impossible that in the 
future ‘His Grace’ or ‘My Lord’ 
should own square miles of the 
mother earth for which Tom died 
and Dick was sore wounded and 
Harry fought unscathed. 
“The country has great needs. If 
it is to remain solvent the united 
work of one and all is necessary. 
The old feudal landlord will be an 
anachronism, the new money- 
spun landlord an abomination. Only 
the state can own the land in trust 
for those who can make it produc- 
tive. We who are in the high 
places in England should retire 
from them in the real halo of re- 
nunciation, and our act of sacrifice 
would be a better memorial than the 
best or us could have hoped to 


gain.

ERMAN OFFICER 
LOOTED VESSEL. 


* P. FOREIGN 
CHRISTIANIA (Norway) April 
15.—The proceedings before a naval 
court regarding the sinking of the 
Norwegian steamer Storaas have 
again shown an interesting example 
of how some German regular naval 
officers behave when sinking and 
looting neutral. ships. The sworn 
deposition of the ship's captain, 
Gude Due, before the court says: 
“The Etoraas, ballasted, sailed 
from Moss, Norway, bound for the 
United States to touch at Tyne, Eng- 
land, for coal. Midway between Nor- 
way and England in the North Sea, 
March 14, a U-boat was observed 
astern. The Storaas immediately was 
stopped and the crew ordered into 
the boats, While these got lowered, 
the U-boat fired twice. The captain 
rowed over to the U-boat and was 
ordered to take one German officer 
and three mariners to the Storaas, 
The Germans placed bombs in the 
engine-room and tunnel, took the 
launch, filled it with provisions, but- 
ter, sugar, coffee, canned goods, soap, 
etc. After that they helped them- 
selves to the crew's personal be- 
longing. 
“The German officer now on board. 
the Storaas, a lleutenant 20 years 
old, was second in command of the 
U-boat. He went downstairs into the 
captain's cabin. Capt. Gude Due 
went after him and found him pock- 
eting a scarf pin, a silver cigarette 
case and two meerschaum pipes be- 
longing to the captain. Capt. Gude 
Ine took these articles back from 
him, caught him by the collar and 
led him out of the cabin, saying he 
would rather see these things go to 
the bottom of the ocean than to the 
Germans. 

“The German officer then ordered 
the captair down into the boat and 
after a while, came out with a load 
consisting of the captain's belong- 
ings, clothes, pillows, table cloths, 
napkins, nautical instruments, charts, 
chronometer, compass, stationery, 
picture frames and pictures, books 
and two Norwegian silk flags, To the 
captain he said: 

Look here, you could just as 
well have given it to me, now I take 
it anyway.’ 

“While their leading officer was 
looting the captain’s cabin the three 
mariners were working likewise in 
the other cabinse—one who likely 


necessary to their

of the Storaas officers, while the 
mariners rified the forecastle.” 

The Germau officer had promised 
Capt. Gude Due to tow the lifeboats 
nearer land, but when the Storaas 
Was sunk the U-boat signaled to 
steer west, while it, at full speed, 
steered in the opposite direction. 

After having suffered great hard- 
ships for three days and nearly given 
up hope of being saved, both boats 
reached the Norwegian coast and 
all were saved. The Norwegian press 
reports the affair under such head- 
lines as: “Germans stole on board 
Storaas,” “U-boat officer broke into 
captain's cabin and rifled his per- 
sonal belongings” and German free- 
dom of the seas.”

NGLAND REFORMS 
SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


PLANS MANY CHANGES TO TAKE 
EFFECT AFTER Manx 


[4 PF. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LONDON, April 30.—One impor- 
tant reform which England plane 
to inaugurate after the war has to 
do with its system of education. The 
present system, or lack of system, 
has been found so full of defects, 
that a committee has epent a year 
Studying the problem, and its find- 
ings and recommendations are 
shortly to be embodied in a repor: 
to the House of Commons by Her- 
bert A. L. Fisher, president of the 
Board of Education. 

In attacking its own ‘educational 
problem, England naturally looks to 
Germany, which country, it ie ad- 
mitted, faces ita otherwise dubious 
economic future with at least one 
advantage of which nothing can de- 
prive them—a system of national 
education which is not only admit- 
tedly more thorough in conception 
than the English, but is a working 
concern, which has already yielded 
to Germany a rich harvest of social 
and economic benefit. 

The substance of what the Eng- 
lish committee recommends is, 
briefly, a longer period of full-time 
education, followed by a period of 
compulsory part-time schooling. 

There should be, it urges, a un- 
form raising of the age for leaving 
elementary schools to 14 years, sub- 
ject to no exceptions whatever; and 
from 14 to 18 there should be not 
less than.eight hours a week spent 
in daytime continuation classes. 

It js further recommended that 
steps be taken to prevent children 
undergoing full-time schooling from 
being employed, outside school 
hours, “in ways and to an extent 
which seriously interferes with their 
education;” and physical training is 
insisted upon as an indispensable 
element in the training of both of 
childhood and adolescence, 

In conclusion, the committee de- 
clares that the one great necessity 
ie “a complete change of temper and 
outlook on the part of the people of 
this country as to what they mean 
to make of their boys and girls.” 

In spite of the absorption of the 
War the newspapers find space to 
deal extensively with the crying 
need for a definite education policy. 
The Telegraph says: “The general 
level of intelligence and adaptabil- 
ity has not ween raised to anything 
approaching what must be attainea 
if this country is to hold its place 
in the new world that the war is 
bringing to birth. We may reason- 
ably wish for our children that they 
could enjoy such real educational 
opportunities as have been the true 
foundation of the miraculous indus- 
trial and commercial development of 
Germany in modern times.“ | 

Other papers point out that an 
important feature of the problem 
is more, better paid, and better 
treated teachers.

EXPLOSIVE BLOOD. 


A New Disease Discovered Among 
New Jersey Munition Workers. 
[St. Louis Republie: ] Explosive 

blood is the name of a new disease 
that has appeared among munition 
workers. It is almost impossible 
to conceive of a man's blood explod- 
ing in his veins and arteries, but, 
nevertheless, this is said to be just 
what happened to John Reynolds, of 
Baltimore, an employee of a powder 
works at Carney’s Point, N. J. 
It is true that the explosions are 
not accompanied by deafening deto- 
nations, nor is the patient’s body 
torn asunder by the combustion. 
But the explosions occur, just the 
same. It is claimed that they take 
place only in the very smallest veins, 
and the effects are no more dis- 
astrous than to cause a malignant 
eruption on the skin of the arms and 
legs. Simultaneously with this 
strange condition the patient's skin 
becomes of a yellow complexion. 
The treatment is extremely simple 
and effective. It consists solely of 
fresh air and a light diet. 
Reynolds had been handling large 
quantities of sulphuric ether when 
the gases began to affect him. A 
hospital surgeon while closely ob- 
serving the patient's odd sensations 
was attracted by a strange crackling 
sound, and on investigation found 
the patient's arm breaking out with 
the tiny explosions. , 
When Reynolds was able to de- 
scribe his sensations, it was realized 
that sulphuric ether was giving off 
elements of hydrogen, carbon and 
oxygen, and creating abnormal 
fumes in his veins. Physicians who 
examined Reynolds, say that the 
coursing of his blood, in which an 
odd metal settlement was fgund, 
caused a minor combustion, which 
resulted in the explosions and erup- 
tions. 

Reynolds told physicians that 

when he first worked in the sulphur- 

ic ether, he became very dizzy and 
nauseated, but became accustomed 
to the anesthetic chemical.

However, 
I am able to compare it with the 
great cities of all the east, from 
Cairo to Tokio, not omitting Diar- 
bekir and Damascus and Bagdad 
Samarra lies about seventy-five miles 
above Bagdad, on the left bank of 
the Tigris River. It is of gray burnt- 
clay bricks, its turetted walls rising 
out of a gray waste, which marke 
the beginning of the great alluvial 
plain of Mesopotamia. Only two ob- 
jects rise above the dead level of 
the low-lying eity— the dome and 
minarets of the great mosque, the 
most beautiful I have ever seen: 
and the brick ziggurat; modeled on 
the tower of Babel pattern, which 
has been standing since about 850. 

Old Samarra was once the capi- 
tal of the Moslem world. It was 
built dy the son of Haroun el Ras- 
chid, the hero of “The Arabian 
Knights,” and was then a city of 
splendor, the ruins of antiquity and 
the riches of the Orient having been 
lavishly drawn upon to give it mag- 
nificence. The Raschid familv was 
of a type that would delight Broad- 
way today.

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LITILE EDITORIALS.

The government has promised pro-

_ selves properly. A war with a foreign 
country will not prevent America from 
being fair to the strangers within our 
gates. :

He is 
to be congratulated. Southern Cali- 
fornia is a much safer place than 
Sonora; or any other part of Mexico 
just at present.

“doctor it up.“ The hand of man could 
never improve its loveliness but would 
only tend to destroy its wild, virginal 
beauty.

An Awful Waste. 


N EUROPE, where food has beef 
scarce for generations, they have an 


Americans are by all odds the 
most wasteful people tn the world. 
They will learn sooner or later, and 
probably very soon, to be more care- 


1 ful of food and other necessities of 


human life. It is not because of any dif- 
ference between the people of Europe 
and the people of America that those 
are very frugal and these very thrift- 
less. It simply comes from the scarci- 
ty of food in Europe and the abundance 
of it in America. 

Some fellow fond of figures tells us 
in the “Manchester Guardian” that 
the world uses about 20,000,000 tons of 
meat a year, an average of about 
thirty-nine pounds per capita through- 
out the world. The Australian heads 
the list, consuming 192 pounds a year 
on the average, including men, women 
and children. The American follows 
with 173 pounds, the Englishman with 
119 pounds, the German 113 pounds, 
the Frenchman and the Belgian eighty 
pounds, and the Russian fifty pounds. 

See how these figures illustrate what 
we said above, that thrift and waste- 
fulness were not matters of heredity or 
national characteristics. Australia has 
the most food animals of any country 
per capita, and so the consumer wastes 
the most. But it is our own people 
whom we are interested in, and who 
will not say that a large percentage of 
the 173 pounds allotted to the average 
American is wasted? _ 

There is another reflection in con- 
nection with this consumption of meat, 
and that is that a large amount of 
flesh food is not necessary to the main- 
tenance of the human being, physical- 
ly-or mentally. Any one broadly ac- 
quainted with the capacity physically 
and mentally of the different nations 
will see the truth of this by just glanc- 
ing above at the amount of meat con- 
sumed by the different nations and 
comparing this with their physical and 
mental capacity. 

But that is only by the way. What 
we would discuss here is the wasteful- 
ness of our people, not with the inten- 
tion of finding fault but for the purpose 
of making them more cconomical i 


big such a thing is possible. It will be pos- 


sible as the years go by, and the cost 
of living rises and the acquisition of 
food becomes more difficult. But ex- 
perience is a dear school, and charges 
exceedingly high rates for tuition. Are 
not Americans bright enough, keen 
enough of mind, to apply logical proc- 
esses to this very interesting subject, 
and learn by reason instead of waiting 
to have it rubbed into them by the hard 


hand of necessity ? 
It would seem as if this was a hope- 


less proposition to attempt. Here in 
‘Los Angeles the papers told us the 
other day $30,000 worth of good food 
was carted away daily to be thrown on 
to the dump because of a fool law 
passed by some foolish reformer fol- 
lowed by a lot of hysterical, impression- 
able people who got out and yelled for 
the ordinance to prohibit the use of 
“come backs” in the hotels and restau- 
rants in this t city. 

Thoughtiul p people gasped at the 
magnitude of this waste in a time when 
food costs so much and when so many 
are really in want for a meal of good 
victuals. The matter went to the 
Council, and there it stopped. Reason- 
able le, sympathetic with the wants 
of their fellow-beings, hoped for prompt 
action on the part of the Council to 
make it possible to save this wasted 
food, but the hope was all in vain. One 
sees the reason why. An election day 
is at hand, and no city Dad has the 
time or the courage to give to a sub- 
ject even as important as this.

The Use of Money. 


N to a rabbit money is the 
scariest thing in the world, and 
sometimes we fancy that money can 
beat the rabbit in skirmishing for a 
hiding place. 

But money is sometimes like the 
foolish ostrich and fancies when its 
head is buried in the sand that it is in- 
visible —and all the time its big bulk is 
looming up like à tighthouse on the 
hill. 

There are almost as many ideas 
about money and its uses as there are 
financiers. A good many people pro- 
fess to believe that times are 
when the ‘bank statements show that 
these financial institutions are lousy 
with money. The banks themselves 
encourage this idea. But it is not the 
actual fact. 


A bank is much the same as a store. 
The money is its stock in trade. It is 
all well enough to have a massive 
stock on the shelves, but it is much 
better to have it going out so fast that 
it is hard to keep up the replenishment 
of the shelves. Nothing is more use- 
less than a banker with a big bale of 
currency and no place to. use it. He 
is of no value to himself or anybody 
else. If somebody doesn’t come in and 
borrow a few dollars from him he is 
worse off than if he had never seen a 
cent in the world—for ibly he has 
to pay interest on at — he doesn’t 
want. 

Nobody in the world is foolish 
enough to do that if they can help it. 
Bank clearances are sometimes used as 
a barometer of business activity. To 
some extent this is perfectly proper, 
but it isn’t always the case. re are 
many things beside prosperity that 
make for enlarged clearances. 

Really, a banker is an odd sort of a 
scout. He is always reaching out for 
money that he does not want. He 
wants his statements to show that he 
has the biggest surplus and reserve 


¢ and the largest deposits of any concern 


on earth and yet the more of the ma- 
zuma he has on the shelf the worse 
off he is. The law practically compels 
him to do more harm than good with 
his dough. He really feels compelled 
to loan his money to people who don’t 
need it—that is, folk who could pay it 
back the next day if they had to. 

Money like that isn’t doing its great- 
est good. But when a man is strug- 
gling along with a new business and a 
bunch of coin would be mighty handy 
in Swinging it the banker usually has 
to tell him that he can’t let him have 
it just yet—his credit isn’t established. 

It it were he wouldn't need it. 

On account of the war excitement 
some folks with a bit of kale have been 
wondering what to do about it. Some 
of the wildest ones have been filing it 
away in an old boot or in a safe de- 
posit box. 

They ought to lose it. 

Last year they refused to loan it 
on Imperial Valley at 10 and 12 
per cent. interest. is year Im- 
perial Valley can borrow all the money 
it wants at 6 per cent. South- 
ern California mortgages furnish about 
as good an investment as money can 
ore for outside of merchandising or 
industry. Yet there are millions of 
dollars awaiting investment because 
the owners fail to understand or ap- 
preciate mortgage security in time of 
Stress or doubt. They will leave the 
money in the bank—probably drawing 


no interest whatever, while the bank 


may be handling war loan securities at 
only 3 or 4 per cent. The banks are 
loaning on real estate at 6 per cent., but 
there are lots of good loans which they 
cannot make under their regulations or 
the banking act. These are available 
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for private capital, and in many cases 
and 8 per cent. is willingly paid. 
These are the jobs that money ought 


to hunt for instead of running away 


for a hiding place. ‘ 

Nobody will have to worry about the 
future of Southern California property, 
no matter what the war does to t 
country. As an agricultural proposi- 
tion there isn’t room for controversy 
or argument. As a commercial propo- 
sition this is the pathway of the 
world’s greatest expansion. As an in- 
dustrial proposition the field has been 
barely pricked. 

The dawn of peace will mean a busi- 
ness revival such as the world has 
never known and this country will be 
called upon to produce everything it. 
can. We will want for workers be- 
cause hundreds of thousands of those 
born in Old World countries will re- 


good turn to take up the burdens of the 


home land.

. Where Is the End? 


THERE is one point in which 
America surely beats the world, 
and it is a mighty bad point, too. We 
are pre-eminent in a very bad way in 
the management of our public finances. 
Our system of government is the most 


expensive imposed on any people on the 


face of this old earth. This ought not 
to be, for we elect all our own officials 
either directly or indirectly, and surely 
we ought to be able to chodse repre- 


' sentatives. with brains enough to con- 
duct the public business at least as well 


as Americans conduct their own private 
affairs. 

Nearly every government in the 
country is expensive, including that at 
Washington, that of every State, and 
that housed in every City Hall in every 
municipality in the country. And in 
this bad pre-eminence California stands 
super-eminent over all the other 
States, and our own city of Los Ange- 
les, as well as the county, runs a mighty 
good second to the cted 
cities in the country. : 

The grand jury is now en in 
an investigation trying to find what. 
became of a e sum of tax money 
that ought to be in the county treas 
but is somewhere else. Surely if weal 
generally takes to itself wings and flies 
away, this is peculiarly true of mo 
in all public treasuries in America. We 
read that the budget of the city of 
Los Angeles, excessive for many years, 
is to get a boost this coming year of 
about $2,000,000. That is an easy one 
compared with the advance in the 
State taxes. According to information 
coming from Sacramento, the tidy lit- 
tle sum of $7,000,000 is to be added to 
the expenses of running the State gov- 
ernment over last year, when the taxes 
were very excessive. | 
According to rough estimates for 
budget requests the taxpayers of Los 
‘Angeles will be called on to pungle 
up something like $8,000,000 for munic- 
ipal expenses the coming year, while 
from Sacramento comes the alarming 
story that the cost of the State gov- 
ernment will be millions more than it 
ought to be. 

According to the biennial of 
the State Controller, the cost of State, 


county and city government in Cali- 


fornia for the fiscal year to end June 
30, 1917, will be $175,864,482.94. The 
government of the counties of the 
State calls for just short of 875,000, 
000 of this. The cities will claim a lit- 
tle over $36,000,000, while the State 
government will cost just short of 
$44,000,000. Reformers are responsible 
for a great deal of this, for the elec- 
tions for the year cost more than 
$1,000,000, and if any one can show

any benefit to the taxpayers or any 


other citizens of the State growing out 
of any of these fads which make elec- 
tions a burden to the people he will

Taxpayers have paid their money with 
very little protest, being content to 
make a wry face as they pass their 
checks or the dinero across the win- 
my sill to the tax-eater on the other 
side. 


Hard times, the high cost of living,

on the war, are likely to make this pro- 
test a little more loud, and to ac- 
company the grimaces with a very 
severe frown on the part of the tax- 
payer of the coming year. If it will 
only make us more careful, less ex- 
travagant, and force our public of- 
ficials to be a little more honest in 
handling the public funds, the war will 
not have come in vain

OE be unto us and heaven have 
mercy upon us! In spite of all 

the good intentions of our President 
the country has been dragged into the 
bloody conflict which has been wreck-

' Passing of the Burro. 


BY EUGENE BROWN. 


HERE are said to be ninety-seven 
brands of sausage built to entertain the 
human face, but thus far none of them 
has been made from the plain and unassum- 
ing burro of the western mines and moun- 
tains. 

Now, however, the suggestion is seriously 
made by an Arizona university professor, 
and was extendedly considered and discussed 
at the recent food conservation congress in 
the cactus commonwealth. Of all the propo 
sitions to put away the patient burro of liter- 
ature and song this is the wurst. 

The professor sets forth that both in Ger- 
many and Italy the insensate cadaver of the 
humble donkey has been converted into a 


delicious and appetizing sausage. The 


Kaiser calls it “aselwurst,” which is not so 
worse as might be imagined. 

The Arizonans decreed that the burro was 
no longer an asset but a liability. They are 
almost entirely out of commission as ore 
carriers in the mines and the buzz wagon 
has taken away the value of many of them 
as beasts of burden and yet their numbers 

are said to be increasing. It is complained 
aot they eat grasses and forage crops that 
more valuable animals. 
properly belong to cattle, horses and other 

So the proposition te run the burro 
through the sausage grinder was almost re- 
ceived with three cheers. Prior to this the 
chiegof the bureau of animal! industry at the 
Arizona University had been conducting a 
campaign against the burro by urging his 
conversion into chicken feed as a substitute 
for ground bone and beef scraps. It was 
represented that a vast flock of burros could 
be bought at a knock down price of $2 per 
each. Their pelts could be sold for 50 cents 
apiece and the carcass turned into 300 


: pounds of chicken feed costing half a cent 


dund. As most hen fodders are selling 
round 2 cents a pound it made a noise like 
a money-saving proposition. 

But aselwurst at 15 cents a pound seems 
still better. 

So it is that when men of science and men 
of cold reasoning conspire against the hap- 


less burro his doom is indeed sealed. Yet it day 


is not so very long ago that in the desert 
and mountain country the burro was held 
more highly than most of the men. This 
was not because of his voice—although he 
has been called the Washoe canary—but be- 
cause of his ready service and steady habits. 
As a singer the burro is a poor scout. His 
voice sounds something like a man filing a 
saw at the town pump. Few people would be 
willing to pay real money for the privilege 
of hearing a burro quartette engaged in song. 
They do not seem able to get their voices 
together and they can only warble in one 
key—d@@key. Yet they will often carol in 
the middle of the night and for no apparent 
reason. The last burro I owned 1 took to 
a painless dentist to have the voice pulled, 
but the operation was not an entire success. 
He was named Pegasus, but we called her 
Peggy for short. She was of an interesting 
sage brush color and had a couple of long 
and twinkling ears, but in a beauty show 
she would come away with the booby prize. 

Yet in the mountain country she would fit 
in our glorious scenery—and climb it. 

The burro is a small and compact horse 
of the mule variety. He has a high forehead 
and a thoughtful, reflective face, but is not 
as brainy as he looks. Sometimes indeed he 
seems as inane and stupid as a man in love 


with a grass wigow. Most generally a 


burro has great, soulful eyes, but really his 
soul is smaller than that of a blind kitten. 
In a collection of souls that of the burro 
would seem like a mere speck. The greatest 
value of the burro is for the load he carries. 
If a man could carry the same load and be 
as sure-footed about it he would be worth 
$20,000 a year as a wine agent. | 

The burro can generally get away with 
anything that can be strapped to him. Some 
times he is called upon to move the entire 
possessions of a family—and he does it. He 
is the only animal in captivity that can 
climb a cliff with a cook stove, a mattress, 
a trunk, a wash tub, two frying pans, the 
family Bible and a couple of lengths of 
stovepipe tied to his back. At times he 
seems almost buried beneath his burden 
and it is rather startling for the stranger 
to see a load ambling cosily up a hill with- 


out any visible means of support. 


fore him he likes hay, but if there is noth- 


ing but a mess of prickly cactus in the es 


box why cactus is his meat. He is usually 
careless about his drinking habits. 
most personal liberty advocates he can 
take it or leave it alone. But he can wet 
his whistle at an alkali mud hole with as 
much -sangfroid as if he were openipg a 
keg of hops on the East Side. It is hardly 
safe, however, for two or three to be an- 
chored close together. They are liable to 
eat up each other's loads. 

Once when We were camping out on the 
bosom of nature our Wirro stuck bis head 
through the flap of our tent and ate up our 
only pair of pants. 

That was the week we came near being 
shot for a wild man. 

The burro has not entirely outliwed bis 
usefulness and it is not so very long 880 
that mining operations were almost wholly 
dependent upon him. He not only carried 
the rude outfit of the prospector, but in 
quartz mining it was he who bore the ore 
through the shafts. His sawed-off frame, 
his patience and his strength formed a 
combination that brought millions forth te 
grasping men. | 

The burro is of Spanish descent, but is 
Careless of his pedigree. A couple of gen- 
erations ago he was in great demand. In 
the days when there was a desert and no 
railroad they couldn't get enough of him 
and transportation problems were serious, 
Back in 1854 John Russell Bartlett, one of 
the members of the United States-Mexico 
Boundary Commission, urged the govern- 
ment purchase of a fleet of camels so that 
people could get into California. Congress 
did authorize the buying of thirty camels 
and twenty dromedaries to be brought from 
Egypt and Nubia and ten Arabs were to 
accompany them. Bartlett was very en- 
thusiastic about it and devoted a chapter 
of his book to the exploitation of the camel 
as an adaptable American beast of burden. 
He was going to have a cross-country line 
of these ships of the desert.

You may think this condition will obtain 
only during the war. But will it? When 
John comes home from the front, perhaps 
intact, even if scarred, and says to Mary 
who has been directing the fortunes of a 
street car: “Well, Mary, here I am, get ow 
your apron. and take care of the baby, and 
I'll take back by job—” it’s an even bet 
that Mary will hitch up her khaki trousers 
a notch and say kindly but firmly: “John 
dear, | prefer conducting a street car to 
conducting a bunch of dirty clothes through

“Towsee Mongalay.” Now if Johü wants to 
go direct to the company, he is very apt to 


be met with the answer that Mary has made 


a far more efficient employee than John 
ever thought of being; that she is more 
courteous, more accurate in her reports, and 
in short, if Mary wishes to keep her job, 
she can have it. Not all Marys will hold 
out on John's job when he comes home 


from the front, but there will be enough to

Now at heart Bull Pellum was as demo- 
cratic a man as ever laid claim to Ameri- 
canism. There was about Bull Pellum no 
cut-glass, silver-plate, table-linen foolishness. 
When his wife was away on a vacation, he 
would come to the company to eat. He 
would sit in the kitchen, eat beans from a 
granite plate, and drink coffee from one of 
the thick ironstone bowls. He would borrow 
tobacco from an enlisted man or drink 
from his canteen. When hiking became 
popular in the atmy—or unpopular—he 
would spend the night in an enlisted man's 
bunk in the quarters in order to be up 
next morning in ample time for an early 
start. If any personal problem confronted 
a man he could discuss that problem with 
Bull in a matter-of-fact conversation, and 
receive good advice and help. 

But Bull was a soldier to the core. Al- 
ways between him and his men was that in- 
visible line of demarcation which neither 
ever crossed. He was the officer, you were 
the man. You two were playing a game of 
make believe which called for him to direct 
and command in as few and as brusque 
words as possible, and for you to listen with 
your heels together and obey. 

He was what is called a hard officer, and 
always presented an adamantine exterior. 
¥et.he was Yiked, respected, and obeyed, and 
his men were loyal to him. They knew by 
reason of some unnamed instinct that at 
heart Bull Bellum was as human as they 
were, that he had no notion that God had 
formed him of better clay, and that his cold 
military, bearing contained nothing person- 
ally derogatory to them, but was merely the 
correct Way to play the game. 

An officer without a sense of humor is a 
pest—as is most any other man. Parents, 
too, who lack this essential American trait— 
a sense of humor—seldom succeed with 
their children, and grave misunderstandings 
and the child's failure in after life may be 
the ultimate result. Capt. Roland G. Pilch 
was sych an one. He took his command 
too seriously, took his rank too seriously, 
took life too seriously altogether. A good 
officer with that most desirable sense of 
humor will wink-at many things—fail to see 
them. Pilch winked at nothing, tried to see 
everything he couid and bring down swift 
and dire judgmetit on the petty offender. I 
can see his stern old straight mouth now, 
trembling with anger and the lust to “slam 
someone in the mill.” If a recruit missed 
check roll call, and it was his very first of- 
fense, Pilch would court-martial him, where 
most other captains would let him off with 
a reprimand. He had thirty married men 
in his outfit, and didn’t want one. He 
demanded that, before a man decided to 
marry, he should ask his permission. He in- 
variably refused, so the men got married 
anyway. -Getting married became a hobby 
in the organization simply because the old 
man didn’t like it. Of course he could do 


nothing about it, and this realization made 
‘him wild.

Lem was tried, found guilty, and the 
papers were forwarded to Washington for 
approval. Pilch chuckled fiendishly. Seven 
years at Leavenworth was the least he ex- 
pected Lem to get.

It nearly broke Pilch's flinty old heart, 
but even the man from whom Lem had 
stolen the clothes rejoiced.

it that man stayed reformed he would soon

And the soldier 
whose conduct had been exemplary all 
along would continue to be a private till 
the day of his discharge—an uninteresting, 
unnamed unit. 

I have been asked to tell why the Amer- 
ican soldier deserts. Mainly, I would say, 
from lack of a sense of responsibility. As 
I said in the beginning, the American sol 
dier will not be serious. In most cases of 
desertion the deserters have failed to take 
their oath seriously. Every one, no mat- 

ter what walk in life he follows, grows at 
pri dissatisfied and longs for change— 
his feet begin to itch. In the army no 
stigma is placed on the intending de- 
serter by Hils comrades. This is another 
phase of Americanism. If a man wants to 
desert, it's his own business. He is a free 
moral agent, and can do as he chooses. “If 
I felt like deserting I'd probably do so my- 
self” is about the attitude shown a deserter 
by his bunkies. The English think we are 
great bluffers. We may be, but we get by 
with it. The dissatisfied man begins to 
hint at desertion. From hinting he begins 
to talk. Perhaps he really doesn’t mean to 
desert at all. He is just bluffing, working 
off his grouch in words. When he finds that 
no one cares a whooop whether he takes 
this momentous step or not he grows desper- 
ate, and, to show them he has not been 
bluffing—which he has—he does desert. 

I think most desertions come about in this 
way. I never knew but one real deserter— 
a deserter who left the service deliberately 
because he was altogether dissatisfied. 
We'll call him Brown. He had been in the 
navy per six months. I could see that 
he was dissatisfied with the service, though 
he was no kicker. I said to a friend: 
“Brown is going to desert at the first oppor- 
tunity.” My friend didn’t agree with me. 
He argued that Brown seemed contented 
and never mentioned desertion. “He is not 
contented,” I said, “and the fact that he 
never mentions desertion convinces me that 
he will go long before some who have been 
talking about it so much.”

Smith 
might be called a professional deserter—a 
military beachcomber. 

Then there was Danny Hellman. Danny 
had nine years service, was a mode! soldier, 
and expert at mechanical maneuvers in a 
light battery. He Was one of the team that 
defeated the West Point cadets in light-bat- 
tery mechanical maneuvers. Danny was a 
born soldier, lived his enlistment every mo- 
ment of the day, and you couldn't have 
driven him away with a club.

From this reflection comes a second, tha 
is that the criticism is the greatest non 
sequitur ever put before the eyes of a 
logician. Your Eagle was not comparing 
American manners with those of the right 
little tight little isle, where Lioyd George, 
Bonar Law, and the other elegant Britishers 
hold forth, rule the roost and show such 
fine breeding, culture and manners. Heaven 
forbid that the Eagle, American bird that he 
is and proud of it though he be, should dis- 
play the temerity of holding America up as 
a foil for hold Hengland. Americans as a 
rule have never learned their “duty toward 
their neighbor” in which the lowly Britisher 
is taught to “order himself lowly and rever- 
ently to all his betters, to obey his spiritual 
pastors and masters,” and all these other 
fine points of good manners which always 
distinguish the Britisher in every land, un- 
der every sun around the seven seas.

Lots of our 
statesmen are just Chesterfields, Beau 
Brummels and other elegants, exquisites 
and patrons of all good manners, like this 
Illinois statesman, typical Americans born 
somewhere in Europe. 
Our critic is entirely too severe on our 
manners. He is entirely too elegant in his 
own ideas. Here is a story which appeared 
in The Times on the editorial page on April 
24, which tells about Arthur James Balfour, 
now visiting America, He is of the house of 
Cecil, and a relative of thet distinguished 
British statesman, Lord Salisbury. The 
scene Was not laid in the American Con- 
gress, nor in any capital of any American 
Stafe nor in the council chamber of any 
American city. It was laid in the House of 
Commons, in that beautiful Gothic building 
on the bank of the Thames. It was a debate 
with Sir Wiliam Vernon Harcourt, another 
British Chesterfield or Beau Brummel, at 
any rate of elegant, exquisite, of unim- 
peachable manners, a “glass of fashion.” 
Well, here is the way the story describes 
Arthur J. Balfour, who replied to Sir Wil- 
liam in the debate referred to: “When I 
first saw Balfour his long legs were raised 
and his feet were resting on a table in the 
House of Commons about which sat the 
bewigged officials.”

Serbia, Rumania, Bulgaria and Montenegro, 
‘which became free states; Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, grabbed by Austria-Hungary; 
the island of Crete, at first independent but 
now a part of Greece, and a slice of Ar 


menla, which became Russian territory. 


The monarch in exile is the dashing young 
King Manuel II of Portugal, who decided, 
on October 5, 1910, that London would be 
a much more healthful place for him than 
bis own capital, Lisbon. Manuel went on 
the throne when he was only 19, and was 
deposed’ two years later.

chaotic days when nations were scarcely 
more than loosely organized tribes. “The 
history of the time before Christ contains 
many instances. One of the most notable of 
these was that of Philip II. King of Mace 
donia, and father of Alexander the Great. 
He got his throne by double-crossing an in- 
fant nephew, the rightful heir. His reign 
Was one of great turmoil and trouble until 
his death in 336 B. C., when, at a feast in 
celebration of the wedding of one of his 
daughters, he was stabbed to death by a 
Macedonian youth. 


But without going farther back than the 
middie ages, one can find the records of a 
multitude of fallen monarchs who have car- 
ried the sinister figures on their names. 
English history supplies numerous examples. 
The first on the list was Edward II of the 
Saxon line of kings, who was murdered 
March 18, 979, at Corfe Castle, where his 
stepmother Elfrida lived. While hunting in 


Dorsetshire he had stopped at the castle to. 


wet his whistle with a horn of ale. As he 
sat on horseback quaffing the ale one of 
Elfrida’s servants stabbed him in the back. 
As he fell his foot stuck in the saddle and 
he was dragged along by his unruly horse 
until he was dead. He was succeeded by 
Elfrida’s son, Ethelred II. who fled to Nor- 
mandy when the Danish hordes got too hot 
on his trail, Later Ethelred returned to Eng- 
land, to try to drive the Danes away, but 
he did not succeed in that ambition. He 
died a miserable death April 23, 1016, as he 
lay concealed in London, trying to avoid 
capture by Canute the Dane. 

The last of the old Saxon kings was 
Harold II, killed October 14, 1066, at the 


ers also were slain by arrows from the bows 
of the men of William the Conqueror. 

Englands second Edward II, a king of 
the Norman line, Was born in Carnarvon, 
Wales, in 1284, and was the first Prince of 
Wales. He met as cruel a death as any 
king. in history. His wife, Isabella of 
France, banished by him several years be- 
fore, returned with her paramour and a 
large army, defeated Edward, captured him 
and threw him into prison, He was moved 
from one castle to another and tortured 
cruelly in the expectation that his rugged 
constitution would break down. When it 
didn't, Isabella ordered him killed. Her 
paramour, Roger Mortimer, a young Welsh 
baron, superintended the job while hired ruf- 
fians pressed red -hot irons into Edward's in- 
testines. 


Henry II, first of the Plantagenets, died 
in disgrace brought upon him by his sons, 
who rebelled and humiliated him. Although 
he is today accounted one of the greatest of 
England's kings, his glory waned rapidly 
after his son Richard made him come to 
terms. He died July 6, 1189, of a lingering 
fever, his health having been broken when 
he submitted the tender bareness of his 
shoulders to the lashes of the ecclesiastics. 

Richard II, king at the age of 11, lived to 
be only 34, when he was secretly murdered 
in prison, in February 1400, where he had 
been kept many years by Henry IV, to 
whom he resigned his crown. 

James II, son of Charles I, died in exile in 
France, in September, 1701. The Battle of 
the Boyne, fought in 1690, wrecked his 
career as a monarch. Scotland, too, had 
her unlucky James II. who was an infant

ceeded famine during his reign. Me was 
killed by a cannon ball at the siege of the 
castle of Roxburgh, on August 3, 1460, in 
his twenty-ninth year. His foeman at Rox- 
burgh was Henry IV, of England. David 
II. another Scottish king, son of Robert 
Bruce, spent eleven years in an English 
prison, after which his parliament ran- 
somed him out but refused to let him be 
more than king in name only. He died 
February 22, 1371. 

Like his present-day German namesake, 
William II of England regarded treaties 
as “mere scraps of paper.“ He was mur 
dered in August, 1100, after a stormy career 
on the throne. 

Charles II of England died a premature 
death, February 6, 1685, affer a short illness 
brought on by his dissipations. He is 
chiefly remembered for his amours. His 
reign Was an era of the most dissolute man- 
ners that ever prevailed in England. Bar- 
bara Villiers, Nell Gwyn, Louise de Ker- 
ouaille, Lady Shannon, Lucy Walter, Cath- 
erine Peg and Mary Davis were among his 
mistresses. Charles spent several years in 
exile in France, having been chased out of 
England by Cromwell, but he returned and 
Was restored to his throne amid great re- 
joicing, which was quickly followed by dis- 
appointment and chagrin when it was real- 
ized that he was such an unprincipled roue. 

France's Charles II was strangled by one 
in 888. He usurped the 
throne in 885 and was deposed two years 
later. 

Francis II of France, son of a 11 
and Catherine de Medici, was crowned in 
1559 and died December 5, 1560, after seven- 
teen months on the throne, during which 
brief period the seeds were sown which 
afterward desolated France. In March 1560 
a civil war broke out and Francis died a 
victim of its miseries. 

John II of France died in prison in Lon- 
don, April 8, 1364. He was taken prisoner 
by the Black Prince of England, in 1356, at 
the Battle of Poitiers. Four years later he 
Was permitted to return to France, but had 
to go back to prison in London when the 
Duke of Anjou, hostage, escaped. 

Most peoplé know what happened to Na- 
poleon I, but few know the fate of Napoleon 


II. whom Bonaparte proclaimed Emperor of 


France on June 22, 1815, just after the battle 
of Waterloo. Napoleon II was the prototype 


. of the hero of Edmond Rostand’s drama, 


“L’ Aigion,” and spent most of his life in ex- 
ile in Hungary. He never was in reality 
the Emperor of France; he was purely a 
titular emperor. He was born March 20, 
1811, and died of tuberculosis on July 22, 
1832. * 

Rusian history furnishes several instances 
of czars who were fli-fated. Most of them 
were more harshly dealt with than Nicholas 
II has been thus far. There was, for in- 
stance, Alexander II. killed on March 13, 
1881, by Nihilists armed with bombs. 

The crown of Poland has been described 
as the least enviable of the circlets of 
royalty that ever adorned the brow of the 
wearer. The last King of Poland was Stan- 
islaus II, during whose reign Poland was 
whittled down to nothingness. The first 
partitioning was in 1772. There were two 
after that, the last being when Kosciusko 
and his followers were defeated at Warsaw. 
Stanislaus was taken prisoner and put in 
Grodno prison by Catherine I of Russia, 
He was forced to sign his abdication Noveni- 
ber 25, 1795, and died of a broken heart in 
St. Petersburg, February 12, 1798. 

The decline of Spain dates from the time 
of Philip II, who, like Napoleon and WI 
helm, undertook the conquest of Eurove. 
His ambitions went glimmering when his 
great Armada was defeated by the English, 
in 1588. The defeat of the Armada brought 
ruin to Spain and the grief-stricken Phi p 
died of diseases brought on by his debaucia- 
eries, September 13, 1598. 

Another Spanish ruler with the tate lvl 
„II“ after her name was Isabella II, who be. 
came queen at the age of 3. Isabella's reien 
was so despotic that, in 1868, she was driven 
out of Spain and died in France, on April 
9, 1904. She was the grandmother of tie 
present king, Alfonso. 

One of the most romantic figures in royal 
history was Victor Amadeus II, first King of 
Sardinia, who abdicated at the age of €i to 
marry his second wife, the Contessa di Sis 
Sebastiatio, an ambitious intrigante, with

All mothers would be in condition to 
nurse their young with nature's best food 
for infants, namely, mother’s milk, if the 
mothers themselves lived right and re- 
spected the suggestions of nature as to diet 
and habits of life. And if all mothers 
nursed their young the term “infantile 
paralysis” would not be in the nomenclature 
of licensed medicine today, But they do 
not.

A good substitute for the milk of cattle 
for infants whose mothers are not in condi- 
tion to nurse their babies is goat’s milk. 
It is more nearly like mother’s milk than 
the milk of cattle. Every family should 
keep a goat and let the goat feed off the 
grass and herbs that grow in profusion in 
Southern California. It were a better dis- 
position of the grass than to cut it with 
lawn mowers and let it dry to burm jo a 
bonfire as so many families do.

They are too indolent to 
eat the right food and drink the right 
drinks. 
whether or not white bread makes or breaks 
a Man or woman, Human stupidity and in- 
dolence have played a frightful-role in the 
art world. 

All musicians and artists are advised to 
eat well of good foods. The diet many 
times herein prescribed is particularly ad- 
dressed to them, If they do not care for 
their bodies they will have no soul for their 


work. They will all succumb before their 


time. 

Sensitive and nervous persons like artists 
and musicians should go on the cereal and 
vegetable diet. They should eat plenty of 
fruit. They should avoid all liquors and to- 
bacco. 

Thumping the piano kills no one and 
will make no one but the neighbors nervous. 
But if a musician becomes a neurasthenic 
at the piano it is solely and alone because 
he or she is starved. But you cannot starve 
by eating whole wheat bread. You will 
never starve on the nature diet. It is im- 
possible. And it will enable the musicians 
to do a greater amount of work than -they 
now perform. 

The same is true of artists and sculptors. 
Most men sculptors suck a tobacco pipe all 
day long as they stand before their crea- 
tions and when they get hungry they go to 
the pantry and get a contemptible white 
bread sandwich and wash it down with boil- 
ing hot coffee or tea. The worst thing in 
the world. This sort of artists are dying of 
inanition, and their art in most cases be- 
trays their anaemia. 

Singers who suffer from tonsilitis will do 
particularly well to follow the advice of the 
health diet. They should eschew meats and 
salts and condiments and go on the cereal, 
fruit and vegetable and nut diet, and their 
tonsiis will get well. 

A good remedy for tonsilitis is tincture of 
guaiacum with poke root and burdock bit 
ters.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


ASHINGTON (D. C.)—It thrills me 


when I think of my job. I am to 
write a series of letters about our 
new industrial empire from the standpoint 
of national preparedness. I have agreed to 
travel over the United States and make on- 
the-cround studies of the revolution that is 
going on in our farms, factories and mines. 
I want to show their importance in this 
critical stage of our history. I want to in- 
vestigate their wonderful resources, and 
how they may best be developed in view of 
the enormous demands that have arisen in 


mous account as a War asset. It is now es- 
timated at $220,000,000,000. The amount is 80 


enormous that the human mind cannot com- 
prehend it. It ia equal to one-fourth of all 
the wealth of all the world. This means 
that if al) the assets of all the earth could 
be turned ſuto cash, and from the mines 
could be dragged enough ore to make suf- 
ficient $20 gold pieces to represent that 
cash, one-fourth of all those gold pieces 
would belong to ué. If the golden eagles 
could be loaded into bushel baskets, we 
would own a peck of gold of every basket. 

If we could separate our share of the 
golden eagles and ‘contrive a way to count 
them, they would be 11,000,000,000 in number. 
If we could divide them evenly among our 
population, there would be about $2500 for 
every one of us. At five to the family, 
there would be more than $12,000 for every 
family—white, black and red—of the whole 
United States; enough, if invested at 5 per 
cent. to bring in $600 a year, enough to give 


connection with our great war with Ger- 
many and with the trade war that wih prob- 
ably result when peace comes. 

I wonder if you realize what a great pos- 
session the United States is? It is the best 
business proposition in the assets of the 
nations. It is by far and large the richest 
country on the face of the globe and its 
possibilities are beyond the dreams of na- 
tional avarice. 


Suppose we take a look at the globe and 


see what we have. Pick the continents and 
islands out of the oceans and crowd the 
land together into one block. Measure it 
and you will find that, all told, it is just 
about 52,000,000 square miles, and that the 
United States owns more than one-six- 
teenth of the whole. That means that if all 
the land upon earth could be joined in one 


farm and that farm divided into sixteen- 


ecre fields, one acre in every field would 
belong to us. If it were bunched into 


farms of 160 acres each, Uncle Sam would 
own a ten-acre field in every one of those | 


farms. 
World's Richest People. 


Now cast your eye once more at the globe 
aud see where our land lies. It is at just 
the right angle in the face of the sun to 
five us a climate that will produce any- 
thing that man wants, and, at the same 
time, the ozone to supply the ambition and 
energy to drag the products from the soil, 
We raise so much that we feed not only 
oursélves, but a large part of the rest‘of the 
world, and our country is so situated that 
we have the best place from which to trade 
with the whole human race. Lying in the 
middie of the North American continent, 
we have water highways which connect us 
with the millions of Burope and the mi- 
lions of Asia. It is the best trading stand 
in the market place of this big round world. 

Our soil is so good, our mineral resources 
so great and our position so fitted for the 
accumulation of wealth that we have al- 
ready become the richest people of the 


vestigate our resources, and find how they 
may be developed, protected and made 


most efficient for the present and future, It 
is my plan to visit our chief food produc- 
ing centers, and show something of what 
part each has in the nation’s prosperity. 
I want to go down into the mines, and find 
out their place in Uncle Sam's account 
sheet. I want to take up the chief indus- 
tries, and especially the new industries 
which the troubles in Europe have made 80 
necessary to our industrial independence. 

A large part of my travels will relate to 
the farms. We need these to supply our 
own wants and to aid in feeding our allies 
in Europe. The farms are Uncle Sam's 
biggest asset. They brought in almost 814, 
000,000,000 last year, which is more 
than $2,500,000,000 above the receipts of any 
crop of the past. Nevertheless, the Agricul- 
tural Department believes that these crops 
might be doubled and improved farming is 
being introduced into every part of the 


‘every Man, woman and child in the United 
States, or 300 bushels per family. Of this, 
almost 3,000,000,000 bushels were Indian 
corn, the best all-round food ration for the 
body of man. We raise almost all the corn 
produced by the world. Our crop was equal 
to 150 bushels per family, and in 1915, we 
led the world in wheat. We produced that 
year one peck of every bushel ‘of all the 
wheat raised upon earth. The amount was 


equal to fifty bushels per family, and it 


sold for more than $1.50 per bushel. The 
crop was worth more than three times all 
the gold that was dug from the earth in 
that year, 

So much for the bread. Now for the 
meat. We have, altogether, about $6,000,- 
000,000 worth of live stock, and our domes- 
tic animals are more than 300,000,000 in 
number. We have so many farm animals 
that if we could round them up and divide 
them evenly among us every family in the 
United States would have five hogs, three 


— 


we proditced six Brilror bushels of 


every family an income of $50 a month for 
all time to come. We are so rich that our 
new war indebtedness is a dagatelle in 
comparison with our national income, Even 
at 4 per cent. the annual interest charge on 
$3,500,000,000 would be only $1.40 for each 
of us, or only $7 per annum per family. 


Still Prospecting. 


We have accumulated this great wealth, 
although we have just begun to develop our 
resources and are still prospecting the 
country to find out what they are and how 
they may best be brought forth for the use 
of mankind. Let us stop and look at a few 
of our assets. We have now to make a 
cost efficiency sheet as a military necessity, 
and, like Germany, must make every atom 
of material, industry and energy tell. The 
purpose of my travels will be to learn

“It is conceded by economists that the 
available per capita supply of meat products 
is today the lowest in the history of the 
United States. In order to. meet this dan- 
gerous condition we have an opportunity of 
aiding what may prove to be a world-wide 
cry for food.

forth every effort to meet the demand that 


is sure to come for untold quantities of food- 
stuffs. Never in the history of the world 
will there be a greater consumption than in 
the next twenty-four months. 

“For the past twenty-four months we have 
been killing the goose that laid the golden 
egg, for with the hue and cry of costly feed, 
poultry and all meat products have been 
soaring far above the usual estimates as to 
the relative cost of production and the sell- 
ing price.

But aside 
from the question of profit, we must look at 
the situation from a philanthropic and hu- 
manitarian standpoint and each and every 
one ‘do his bit’ to meet an exigency that 
seems inevitable.

one of the two most fatal diseases of young 
chicks in California, viz., coccidiosis. Since 


one of the most practical ways of increasing 
the food supply in the present great national 


emergency is to prevent needless disease 
among domestic animals, there ie particular 
timeliness in this announcement, just made 


by the university in a paper by Dr. J. R. 
Beach, assistant in veterinary science at the 


university farm at Davis, obtainable free by 
writing to the College of Agriculture at 
Berkeley. 

How this buttermilk treatment may be 
used to free a flock of young chickens. from 
the infectious disease known as “coccidial 
enteritis” may also be investigated by the 
farmer by a visit to the university farm at 
Davis, where demonstrations will be given 
of how 2000 chickens are kept healthy and 


‘productive. 


This costly disease of coccidiosis is 
caused by the tiny protozoon organisms 
known as “coccidia.” Usually the chicks 
thrive until they are a few weeks old, and 
then begin to droop, and often whole flocks 
of chicks die within a month or six weeks 
after the appearance of the disease. 

An outbreak may be controlled, however, 
says the university, by sanitary measures 


and by proper feeding. The sickest of the 


chicks should be isolated from the others or 
killed and burned. The chicken-house 
should be cleaned with a strong, hot; disin- 
fecting solution. The floors should be cov- 
ered with a thin litter of shavings, chopped 
alfalfa hay, or straw, and this should be 
swept out and burned daily, Feeding and 
drinking vessels should be kept scrupulously 
clean. 

The method of feeding is very important. 
The infected flocks of chicks should be fed 
a small amount of grain night and morning, 
and mash during the middle of the day, but 
this mash not offered for more than two 
hours daily, Buttermilk should be kept con- 


stantly before the chicks. This restriction 
of the grain ration will keep the chicks hun- 
ary, and they will consume large quantities 
of buttermilk. The result will be the con- 
stant presence of acid and a healthy condi- 
tion of the mucug membrane of the intes- 
tines, which will prevent the multiplication 
of the coceidia which cause the disease. 


The university last January had an out- 


break of this disease in a flock of 730 two- 
months-old chicks. Sixty per cent. of the 
chicks were visibly sick when the disease 
was discovered. The infection was un- 
usually severe. Use of this buttermilk 
method brought about immediate improve- 
ment, In less than three Weeks all evidence 


of the disease had disappeared, with only a 


5 per cent. death rate. In spite of limiting 
the grain ration, the chicks made normal 
growth on a diet primarily of buttermilk. ~ 

Means of fighting the other most serious 
disease of chicks Ilary white diar- 
rhoea” or “fatal ä la,” which, once 
started, seldom jess than half the 
flock—are also set forth in this same uni- 
versity publication. There is no really sat- 
isfactory method of treating chicks thus af- 
fected, so the great thing to attempt fs pre- 
vention of the spread of infection by sep- 
arating all sick chicks from the rest of the 
flock, scsupulous sanitary precautions, and 


the use for hatching of eggs from flocks 
known to be free from infection.

for more than all we got from our gold 
mines and nifilions More were lost in the 
waste. Our output of petroleum is now so 
large that if it were divided eventy it 
would give ten galions a week the year 
round for every family under Uncle Sam's 


The farms and the mines are only the 
basis for our great manufacturing indus- 


tries. Here is another asset of Uncle Sam's 


- fuel oil sends the trains over the railroads 


and our naval vessels through the water at 
express speed. Petroleum has become a 


Vital necessity in time of war, and a.na- 


tion is powerful or weak in proportion to 
its supply of this mineral. Here again the 
United States leads the powers. It is now 
producing more than half of all the oil that 
comes from the earth, and our annual prod- 
uct from Texas, Louisiang and Oklahoma 
alone is worth more than $200;000,000. So 
far, we have furnished 60 per cent. of all 
the petroleum that has ever been used by 
mankind, and today our oll fields are turn- 
ing out four times as much as those of 
Russia, with the war spurring the latter 
to their fullest activity. I want to de- 
scribe the new things in oll production. The 
fuel has become so valuable that they ate 
increasing the flow and eliminating the 
waste. They are also spending large sums 


to save the natural gas which so often lies 


in a great bed over the oil. This gas sold 


wealth, which is so great that the human 
mind cannot comprehend it. We are only 
at the beginning of our national existence, 
but we have become the workshop of the 
world. We have more than $22,000,000,000 
invested in factories, and our product is 
worth more than $25,000,000,000 a year. We 
have about twice as many men as there are 
in our standing army engaged in making 
iron and steel of one kind or other, and the 
additional men in the foundries and ma- 
chine shops are more than one-third of a 
million. We have about 500,000 hands en- 
gaged in the lumber industry and more 
than 380,000 employed in the cotton milis. 
Altogether we have more than 7,000,000 
men and women who are earning their liv- 
ing by the work of their hands, and their 


‘wages are greater now than ever before. 


New Chemical Factories. 


Our manufacturing product steadily in- 
creases, and the variety of our industries 
extends from year to year. The great war 
in Europe has forced us into new lines of 
labor, and we are now making hundreds of 
articles which we formerly brought at high 
prices from over the oceans. 

I want to investigate the new chemical 
factories which have recently been estab 
lished in different parts of the United 


States, and to show how they will make us 
independent’ as to paints, dyes and drugs. 
Germany has invested vast quantities in 
the making of dyestuffs, and she has almost 
$200,000,000 devoted to the production of 
potash. The United States ought to be in- 
dustrially independent, and we shall manu- 
facture a great portion of such things in 
the near future. We shall get our colors 
from our own coal supply, and shail 
eventually grind our potash out of our 
rocks, We hope to become independent 
even of Chile, and Congress has lately ap- 


propriated $20,000,000 to squeeze our nitrate 


out of our own circumambient air. 

I want to visit our great electrical works, 
which are among the wonders of the world. 
There is a company at Pittsburgh that em 
ploys 20,000 hands, and another at Schenec 
tady whose factories cover the area of a 
good-sized farm. They are making new 
things in electricity for the factory, the 
house and the farm, and the day will come 
when all that men will have to do will be to 
press a button and this “lightning in har- 
ness” will do the rest. 

Speaking of electrieity brings up the sub- 
ject of Uncle Sam's water power. I expect 
to show what the falls of Niagara are doing 
and how we have hundreds of other water- 
falls working day and night all the year 
through to add to the wealth of the nation. 
It is claimed by government officials that 
we have about 60,000,000 horse power which 
is still undeveloped, and that in addition to 
the amount already in use. This means 
that we have that vast force going to waste. 
It is as though we had 60,000,000 horses 
pent up in our stables from one year’s end 
to the other. The engineers estimate

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Some growers have already planted ou 
chrysanthemums in permanent position and 
all intending growing them will need t do 
so in the near future, Professionals differ 
in many details as to distances and culture, 
but for the amateur the problem is easily 
solved. What is wanted is a lot of fairly 
good flowers. Put the plants about one foot 
apart, in rows, and not less than two feet 
apart for the rows. For a time the plants 
will need no support either above or below, 
Dut it is well to pinch back the ter- 


minals to keep the plants from growing too 


tall and this may be continued up to July, 
but not later. At this time they will begin 
to need some support. Better than any other 
method is to drive stout stakes or posts 
at each end, with a few light supporting 
stakes between in case the rows are long. 
Between the end posts stretch three or 
more wires, only the lower one being needed 
for some time. As the plants grow tie them 
loosely to the wires with a large soft twine, 
eandie-wick, strips of cloth, or raffia. When 
the buds begin to show, begin to fertilize.

No Shortage Here. By Thomas F. Ford. 


HEN the automobile came into gen- 
W eral use it was freely predicted that 
the doom of the light weight driving 
horse was sealed. When the motor truck 
was brought out and thousands of firms re- 


“organized their delivery systems, substitut- 


ing the gas driven truck for their horse- 
drawn vehicles, it was confidently asserted 
that the draft horse was a thing of the 
past. Then came the power tractor which 
was heralded as the substitute for the 
horse on the farm, and pessimistic breeders 
saw “as through a glass darkly,” while the 
tractor men indulged in all sorts of rosy 
predictions of horseless, farms operated by 
men and machines only, with all the 


. @rudgery of the plowman eliminated. Then 


when the European war broke and the 
horse buyers of the warring nations scoured 
the United States for heavy draft horses 


and mettlesome cavalry mounts the cry 


‘went up that the nation was being drained 
of its choicest horses and that if we our- 
selves became involved we would not have 
enough horses left to equip our armies for 
service in the field. 

It, therefore, comes as a surprise to many 
when .the government statistics are con- 
sulted and the fact revealed that there is no 
diminution in the number of horses in the 
United States today, as compared with that 
of earlier periods—that, in fact, there has 
been a steady increase throughout the past 
decade in our supply of both horses and 
mules. 

That the introduction into general use of 


motor cars and motor trucks has not de- 
creased, but has rather caused an increased 


demand for good horses is another proof of 
that economic fact so difficult to understand 
that the introduction of machinery and im- 


proved methods in industry does not result 


in the casting aside of utilities but in widen- 


ing their use. The application of this law 


may be seen clearly in the shoe industry, 
the printing trade and in many other lines 
of human activity; the methods of which 
have been revolutionized by the adoption of 
machinery. Shoemakers were sure. that 
their usefulness was ended when highly ef- 
fectual machinery began to be generally 
substituted for hand labor in that industry; 
priniers were equally positive that the type- 
setting machine would destroy their trade 
and make it doubly dificult for them to 
make a living. The reverse, however, 
proved to be true in both trades. There are 
more men employed in the shoemaking and 
fn the printing trades in the United States 
today than ever before and wages =< 
methods are perfected, the output is cheap- 
ened and the demand correspondingly in- 
creased, a general rise in the standard of liv- 
ing results and all benefit from the greater 
activity. The same principle prevails in re- 
gard to the horse. The automobile, the 


motor truck and the tractor have made pos- 


sible wider development in their respective 
fields, and the result has been that more 
hcrses are needed even in those very indus- 


tries in which their displacement was most 
threatened. As an example, take the case 
of the delivery horse. While motor trucks 
are used universally in this field, yet, owing 
to the increased complexity of modern life 
and to new and more exacting standards of 
the public, the delivery horse is still of 
great importance in small business and as 
an auxiliary in those handling the largest 
volume of trade. 

True, the race horse has given way to the 
racing automobile; and the man who once 
took pride in his family turnout, whether it 
Was a one horse chaise or a coach and four, 
now drives a flivyver or a twin six, as the 
case may be. On the farm, the horse has 
successfully held his own, for the tractor 
used on the mammoth ranches has not yet 
become common on the ordinary farm; it 
has merely helped to add to the productive- 
ness of the land by enabling capitalists to 
undertake farming on a large scale, with- 
out greatly affecting the position of the farm 
horse in the land. Altogether, the horse 
with his braying half-brother is still one of 
the most important factors in our commer- 
cial and agricultural economy and it is prob- 
able that he will continue to be so for many 
years to come. When we consider that the 
horsés and mules in the United States today 
represent over $1,000,000,000 in actual value, 
we cease to moan over the passing of Old 
Dobbin, for we realize that he is merely 
finding new fields of usefulness as condi- 
tions change, and is in every way flourish- 
ing, representing a very substantial block 
of our national wealth. © 

Statisties compiled by the Department of 
Agriculture of the United States government 
prove that every one of these predictions 
has fallen wide of the mark, the fact being 
that there are more horses dnd mules in the 
United States today than there were at the 
opening of the European war in August, 
1914, or at any previous date. Moreover, it 
has been stated by well informed horse- 
breeders that the 768,705 horses and 295,093 
mules exported between August, 1914, and 
March, 1917. were for the most part a class 
of animals that the United States could well 
afford to part with, it being estimated that 
less.than 1 per cent. of the animals exported 
were registered, only a slightly larger per 
cent, pure bred. 

The statistics in regard to horses and 
mules on farms in this country on the first 
of January, 1917, given out by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, are as follows: 
Horses, 21,126,000; mules, 4,639,000, making 
a. total of 25,765,000. To this must be added 
the estimate of 3,183,000 horses and 270,000 
mules net on farms, making a grand total of 
29,218,000 horses and mules now in the 
United States, or approximately one for 
each four inhabitants. These figures do not. 
however, take into account the . estimated 
annual foaling of 1,500,000 colts, the pro- 
duction of which is more than sufficient to 
counteract the effects of our exports, which 
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tation for the year 1916 was the heaviest, 
reaching a grand total of 381,269 animals, of 
which 252,489 were horses and 128,780 
mules. In the face of this tremendous ex- 
port the number of horses accounted for at 
the end of 1916, as compared with 1915, 
showed but the slight decrease of 39,000, 
while the number of mules returned showed 
that the country had made an actual gain 
of 46,000, 


It ig therefore, apparent that with our ex- 


ports representing leas than 3% per cent. of 


the total, and this being more than counter- 
acted by the production or natural increase, 
that so far as horses and mules for war pur- 
poses are concerned the United States is 
still the best supplied nation in the world 
and must for years be the world’s chief 
source of supply. 

One of the most serious drawbacks to the 
horse and mule breeders which is primarily 
due to the war, is the stoppage of import of 
the principal breeds of draft horses from 
France, Relgium, the United Kingdom and 
Germany. The Percheron was first im- 
ported into the United States in 1851, when 
the great drait stallion Louis Napoleon was 
purchased by an Ohio horse breeder. This 
stallion has had a considerable influence on 
our draft stock and his descendants are to 
be found in every State in the Union. The 
Percheron originated in France in the dis 
trict known as Perche, located in the north 
western part of the republic, a dis- 
trict about one-fifth the size of the State of 
lowa. Only Percherons born within the 
confines of, this small district are eligible 
for registry in the stud book of 
France. 

The in 


France is largely under the direction of the 


Percheron Horse Society which was organ- 
ized in 1883 and looks after the registra- 
tion of all horses born in the district and 
holds annual shows, offering prizes for the 
best pointed animals produced. The French 


government also takes an active interest in 


the industry and maintains a studbock The 
Percheron outnumbers all other breeds of 
draft horses in the United States today and 
is being carefully fostered by the Percheron 


Society of America, which is an outgrowth | 


of the National Association of Importers and 
Breeders of Percheron-Norman Horses 
which was organized in-1876. There are ap- 
proximately 125,000 registered Percherons 
in the United States and fully as many more 
whose owners never took the trouble to at- 
tend to the detail of having them registered, 

The Belgian draft horse, which is bred in

Growing Onions. 


TIMELY HINTS FOR THE HOME GAR- 
OENER. 

‘Onions, like potatoes, are a staple crop 

that is grown commercially on a very exten- 

sive scale. The home gardener, however, 


may like to have a few early homegrown 


onions for his table or, if space permits, he 
may wish to grow enough of later varieties 
to last his family through the winter. The 
onion will thrive under a wide range of cli- 
matic and soil conditions, but a rich sandy 
loam containing plenty of humus is best 
suited to it. As the crop requires shallow 
cultivation and it may be necessary to re- 
sort to hand work in order to keep it free 
from weeds, it is very desirable that the 
land should be in such condition that it is 
easily worked. As a general rule, it is well 
to have the crop follow some other one that 
has been kept under the hoe and free from 
weeds the previous season, 

In the North, seed is sown as early in the 
spring as the soil can be brought to the 
proper condition. In the South, onion sets 
are frequently put out in the autumn and 
carried through the winter with the protec- 
tion of a little hay or straw. There are

three methods of propagating onions; the 
first, by sowing the seed in rows where the 
crop is to grow; second, by sowing the 
seed in specially prepared beds and trans- 
planting the seedlings to the open ground; 
and third, by planting sets which have been 
kept through the winter. The first method 
is used by large commercial growers on ac- 
count of the amount of labor involved in the 
others. On small areas, however, it may be 
preferable to plant sets. Under normal con- 
ditions these may usually be obtained at 
planting time for about $2.50 a bushel, eight 
or nine bushels being required to plant an 
acre. Onions planted from sets will ripen 
earlier than those from seed sown in the 
fields. When the transplanting method is 
used, the seed is sown in greenhouses, hot- 
beds, cold frames, or specially prepared beds 
at the rate of three and one-half to four 
pounds for each acre to be planted. The 
seedlings are transplanted when they are 
somewhat smaller than a lead pencil and 
rather stocky. The root end of the seedling 
is pushed into the soil with one finger and 
the soil is then firmed about the plant. 
The seed is sown thickly in drills about 
twelve to fourteen inches apart. After the 
plants become established, they are thinned 
to two or three inches apart. The maturity 
of the bulbs may be hastened by preventing 
the continued growth of the tops. This is 
sometimes accomplished by rolling an empty 
barrel over the rows and breaking down the 
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tops. After these are practically dead, the 
onion bulbs may be pulled up by hand 
from the soi] and spread in a dry, well 
ventilated place to cure. Thereafter they 
may be stored in crates or bags for winter 
use. In the North, the crop ripens and u 
harvested during the latter part of the sum- 
mer and early autumn. In the Southern 
States where the crop is grown during the 
winter, the harvesting and marketing period 
takes place during the spring months. 

There afe several kinds of onions that 
may remain in the soil over winter. The 
rultiplier, or potato onion, for example, can 
be planted from sets in the autumn and will 
produce excellent green early onions. A 
large onion of this type contains a number 
of distinct hearts and, if planted, will pro- 
duce a number of smal) onions. On the 
other hand, a small onion contains but one 
heart and will produce a large onion, A few 
of the large ones may be planted each year 
to produce sets for the following year's 
planting. 

The shallot is a variety of small onion that 
is frequently planted in early spring for 
its small bulbs, or “cloves,” which are used 
in the same manner as onions. The leaves 
are utilized for flavoring. Another onion- 
like plant is the chive, the small round hol- 
low leaves of which are used for flavoring 
soups. These leaves may be cut freely, as 
they are soon replaced by others. 


been encouraged, There were registered 
about 8000 stallions and 4000 mares in 


January, 1914, a number which has in- 


creased but slightly since that date. No 
figures are available as to the number of 
Belgian draft horses in the country at pres 
ent, but it is safe to estimate that the num- 
ber is about one-half that of Percherons. 

The Clydesdale, which is one of the best 
of the draft breeds, is a native of Scotland 
whose early history seems to be obscure, 
but this breed is supposed to have origi- 
nated in a crossing of English and Flemish 
horses. The Clydesdale of today, however, 
is a pure bred anima) and is one of the first 
heavy draft horses to reach this continent, 
having been brought into Canada by the 
Scotch at a very early date. The American 
Clydesdale Association is one of the strong 
horse-breeders’ organizations of this country 
and was organized in 1879. The distribu- 
tion in this country is pretty general. There 
are 20,000 registered animals. 


The Shire, a massive bodied draft horse, 
was first imported by a man named Strick- 


land of Aurora, II., in 1853. These animals 


are very popular in the Pacific Coast States 
or Oregon, Washington and California and 
have had a decided vogue in the Middle 


West. There,are approximately 18,000 of 


these animals registered in 
States. 


The Suffolk, one of. the smaller of the 
draft breed, is the most popular farm draft 
horse and is considered to be able to do 
more farm work on less feed than any other 
animal. They are always chestnut in color. 
This breed was rst imported in the early 
eighties, from Suffolk, one of the eastern 
English counties. They have never been 
popular in this country because of the 
American preference for the draft horse of 
the heavy type.

The Arabian horse has never been popular 


in this country, neither has the French or 


German coach Horse. Up to a few years ago 


the importation Was practically confined to 
the draft breeds, but just before the war 
there had been a noticeable facrease in 
some of the lighter animals. 


With the passing of laws in practically 
every State in the Union governing the serv- 
ice of stallions and jacks, the breed of our 
horses and mules has tended upwards. The 
horse associations have been responsible for 
this improvement and the percentage of 
mongrels is rapidly decreasing while the 
number of pure bred and registered. thor- 
oughbreds is increasing each year. . 
Horse breeders like every other class of 
stockmen seem to have at last realized that 
one good sound animal is worth two or 
three scrubs and the results secured in the 
past few years promise well for the future 
of the American horse. Improvement in the 
breed, in the individual type and in adapta- 
tion to market requirements are all working 


together to place horse-raising in the fore- 


front of profitable occupations in the land. 


The Fur Seal’s Harem. 

(National Geographic Magazine:] Fur 
seals are extremely polygamous and the old 
males, which weigh from 400 to 500 pounds, 
“haul up” first on the breeding beaches. 
Each bull holds a certain area, and as the 
females, only one-fifth his size, come ashore 
they are appropriated by the nearest bulls 
until each “beach master“ gathers a harem, 


sometimes containing more than 100 mem- 
ders. 


Here the young are born, and after the 
mating season, the seals which have re- 
mained ashore without food from four to 
six weeks, return to the water. The 
mothers go and come; and each is able 
to find her young with certainty among 
thousands of apparently identical woolly 
black “pups. ” 

From the ages of one to four years fur 
seals are extremely playful. They are mar- 
velous swimmers and frolic about in pur- 
suit of one another now diving deep and 
then, one after the other, suddenly leaping 
high above the surface in graceful curves, 
like porpoises. Squids and fish of various 
species are their main food. Their chief 
natural enemy is the killer whale, which 
follows their migrations and haunts the sea 
about their breeding taking

- Phosphorous Plant F 00d Materials. 


HE subject of phosphate fertilizer ma- 
. terials still interests us. I take it, that 
for the great bulk of our Southern 
California soils, poor in active decomposing 
matter, it is scarcely worth while consider- 
ing the availability of raw rock phosphate, 
and I think it should only be discussed as a 
fertilizer when it has been reduced by acid- 
ulation with sulphuric acid to a condition 
of water soluble and available phosphoric 
acid, An exception to this, however, may be 
noted in view of some of the results ob- 
tained in the Southern and Eastern States, 
and in the rich black soils in Indiana, II- 
nois, etc. In those huinid regions and rich 
humus soils, particularly where they are 
wanting in lime or under conditions of stren- 
uous cultivation for many years have be- 
come denuded of their surface lime, a con- 
dition of acidity has arisen which hungers 
for basic combination. Some of these acids 
evidently exercise more powerful action 
upon the lime than phosphoric acid does, 
and as a result they break up the insoluble 
rock phosphate for the purpose of acquiring 
its lime, the result apparently being that 
they free the phosphoric of the rock to 4 
condition of di-basic, and mono-basic per- 
haps, or available phosphate which plants 
¢an assimilate. Many western farmers have 
been led into error as the result of the ex- 
periments showing unexplained bald results, 
as they attempted to supply the phosphate 
requirements of their crops by the use of 
finely ground rock phosphate, and of course 
the results have been disappointing unless 
they have happened to be under conditions 
of coll and climate, similar. to: those of the 
humid middle west and east. , 


Superphosphates. 

Acidulated rock is treated with consider- 
ably larger quantity of sulphuric acid than 
is used to acidulate bone, with the result 
that a much larger quantity, if not all, of 
the phosphoric acid is made water soluble 


or mono-basic, or to be sure of our figure, a 


one lime phosphate. If the rock which has 
been acidulated is comparatively pure, run- 
ning in the vicinity of 80 per cent. phosphate 
of lime, with no iron, or say a very small 
percentage of iron, the superphosphate pro- 
duced by acidulation remains water soluble; 

but if a low grade rock, and perhaps carry- 
ing a good deal of iron, has been acidulated, 
reversion of the phosphoric acid to more or 
less insoluble form occurs, and decreases its 
value as a fertilizer. An acidulated rock is 
the true superphosphate and consists of 
soluble phosphate of lime and gypsum, the 
latter being formed by the combination of 
the sulphuric acid with the bases of lime, 
which it steals from the phosphate of the 


rock. While there is no essential difference 


between water soluble phosphoric acid from 
rock and bone, there is an essential differ- 
ence between the condition of the solubility 
of the bulk of the phosphoric acid in acidu- 
ated bone and acidulated rock, the phos- 
phoric acid of the bone being mostly citric 


_ goluble or available two-lime phosphate, 


while the phosphoric acid of the rock is 
properly water soluble or onelime phos- 
_ phate. 

“a to Soil Makeup. 


in choosing the phosphate preparations 
fer our soils we should primarily take into 
‘ ‘eonsideration the makeup of the solls. If 


* 


ttmey are rich in iron we should not prefer- 


‘ably use water soluble phosphoric acid to 
any extent, simply because it is liable to 
be wasted by reversion in the soil into in- 
soluble phosphates. The same is true in 
treating any heavy or clayey soil, or a soil 
exceedingly rich in lime. In these soils the 
phosphoric acid from acidulated bone is pref- 
erable to that from acidulated rock in that 
it is not rapidly destroyed by reversion into 
more insoluble forms, because it does not 
quickly dissolve in water as the soluble 
phosphate from acidulated rock does. On 
the other hand in light solls, particularly 
those not rich in iron, even though they 
bave plenty of lime; the acidulated rock is 
a more economical and more readily active 
form of fertilizer for supplying phosphoric 
-acid to the plants. In such a soll the water 
soluble phosphate diffuses rapidly, thor- 
oughly, and we may say quite widely and 
deeply, though it should be noted that un- 
less in soils poor in lime and iron, water 
soluble phosphoric acid does not diffuse 
deeply. On account of all this rapid dit- 


- fusion of water soluble phosphoric acid it 


phosphate with the lime of the soil, which 
in such soils is usually found in fine subdi- 


vision, 


Di-basic Phosphate Economical. 


In this condition the phosphoric is pre- 
served for the use of the plants, and it has 
been demonstrated pretty fully that most 
farm plants are able to supply themselves 
when in contact with di-basic phosphate. 
Care, however, should be had in selecting 
phosphates for fertilizing light soils, for if 
the soil is devoid of lime the acid phosphates 
may do harm owing to their acid condition. 
Under such conditions then, even in a light 
soil, acidulated bone is preferable to acidu- 
lated rock unless we first thoroughly lime 
the soil. The results obtained from an 
acidulated bone as against an acidulated 
rock are frequently deceptive, because the 
acidulated bone carries a few units of nitro- 
gen which adds greatly to its fertilizing 
power, supplying as it does another plant 
food. This, however, does not make it a 
more valuable phosphate fertilizer, because 
in purchasing acidulated bone phosphate we 
pay a particularly high price for the nitro- 
gen it contains, while in purchasing acidu- 
lated rock we pay for nothing but the units 
of phosphoric acid it contains, 8 


Double Superphosphates. 


There is a material called double super- 
phosphate, which might also be styled re- 
fined superphosphate, which carries nearly 
half its weight of available phosphoric acid, 
nearly all of which is water soluble, and 
which has been so treated that there is not 
more than 2 or 3 per cent. sulphuric acid 
remaining in it. This double superphos- 
phate carries approximately from 43 to 50 
per cent. available phosphoric acid, only 2 
or 3 per cent. of which is citric soluble, the 
balance being water soluble. This is the 
purest and best condition of phosphoric acid 
for fertilizers known to commerce and sci- 
ence, but presumably the same precautions 
should be observed in using it as is re- 
quired in the utilization of acidulated rock. 
The double superphosphate is not made from 
bone but entirely from rock phosphate, Un- 
til the last decade it was only manufactured 
in Europe, but now it is also produced in 
the United States. The unit of available 
phosphoric acid in this costs much less than 
in either acidulated rock or acidulated bone, 
and in ordinary times can generally be so 
supplied. One hundred pounds of double 
superphosphate equals in fertilizing value 
about 300 pounds of the highest grade acid- 
ulated rock or bone phosphate. 

Bone Black. 


Bone black, or animal charcoal, contains 
no nitrogen, it having all been driven out in 
the charring of the bone, and its phosphate 
is practically the same as rock phosphate 
with the exception, however, that it does 
not contain impurities of iron, alumina, etc., 
but is a pure bone phosphate minus its or- 
ganic matter, which might be termed a bone 
charcoal as well as a bone black. When this 
material is acidulated it makes the purest 


kind of bone superphosphate, and really — 


the only true bone simple superphosphate 
produced, because the available phosphoric 
acid produced in it by acidulation is nearly 
all water soluble and not subject to self-re- 
version. It might be remarked here that the 
reason the phosphoric acid made soluble in 
bone materials is less liable to revert when 
by itself than the phosphoric acid dissolved 
from rock, is that it has not the impurities 
of iron, alumina, etc., to influence the rever- 
sion. In other words there is nothing for 
the phosphoric acid to go back into, and it is 
therefore a more stable condition of phos- 
phoric acid. If we require water soluble 
phosphate for our fertilizing it would seem 
that the purest forms to get it from are dis- 
solved bone black and double superphos- 
phates, unless we have some assurance that 
the raw rock from which the acidulated rock 
phosphate is made was a very high grade. 
pure phosphate of lime. 


Slag Phosphate. 


There is still another material for supply- 
ing phosphoric acid for fertilizer, which re- 
quires our, careful attention. While it is 
commonly called the Thomas phosphate 
powder owing to the fact that the brothers 
Thomas, the engineers, were patentees for 
a process for the dephosphorization of steel 
on what is known as the basic Bessemer 


process, It also is known under a variety 
of names as Thomas slag, phosphoric slag, 
scoria, slag phosphate, basic cinder and 

simple “slag.” Its production was princl- 
pally on the continent of Europe and in 
England, but it is now produced in America. 
It is obtained in the steel process mostly as 
a slag, but partly as well from the discarded 
lining of the steel converters. To remove 
the phosphorous from the iron, a lime and 
Magnesia compound is put into the boiling 
smelted metal when it is at the proper heat, 
and owing to the affinity of the lime for 
phosphoric acid, they combine and float on 
the surface as a slag which is poured off, 
sometimes into water for the purpose of 
pebbling, and sometimes merely on the 
ground to cool. With this slag goes a small 
amount of iron, silica, sulphur and alumina, 
but it is mostly a rich phosphate of lime, 
After this cools it is allowed to lie for a 
month or more in the air, which causes it to 
partially slake. This is done to facilitate 
the grinding which is accomplished in re- 
volving ball mills where a lot of steel balls 
of different sizes pulverize the slag upon 
a hardened steel jacketed surface, The con- 
verters upon which the iron is smelted are 
also lined with the same composition as is 
used to collect the slag. It is what is called 
a lime-magnesia lining made by a proper 
combination of dolomite and other lime. 
These linings are about a foot thick, and 
upon them is also a portion of the 
phosphoric acid of the iron absorbed and 
combined. When these are renewed the re- 
moved linings prove to be available phos- 
phate of lime and are ground up as such, 
making one grade ot Thomas phosphate 
powder,

Guano Phosphate. 


Guanos often contain a high per cent, of 
phosphate, for there are all kinds of guar, 
The rich nitrogen guanos rarely have be- 
yond 15 per cent. phosphoric acid, and they 
range down to about 8 per cent., but all the 
phosphoric acid in them is available, largely 
as citrate soluble phosphoric acid. Some of 
the so-called guanos contain a very hich 
percentage of phosphoric acid running up to 
20 and 25 per cent., which, while more avail 
able than the phosphoric acid of bone is 
yet not by any means wholly available phos- 
phorie acid, Consequently the very high 
phosphate and low ammoniate guanos are 
sometimes treated with sulphuric acid, 
which serves two purposes, one being to 
make the balance of the phosphoric acid 
mostly available and the other to fix the 
volatile ammoniates as sulphate of ammonia 
to prevent its waste by passing off as a gas. 
This is more necessary in some guanos than 
others because some guanos have more vola- 
tile ammonia,

44 per cent. bone phosphate, calculated as 
tribasic. The total lime, therefore, in such 
a sample would be over 50 per cent. and 
perhaps 53 per cent. with the manganese 
oxide 4 to 5 per cent, the iron usually about 
8 per cent., calculated as metallic iron (the 
ferric oxide being: anproximately over 6 per 
cent. and the ferrous,iesay about 5 per cent.) 
the silica varying from 4 to 7 per cent., the 
magnesia quite variable, from as low as 3 
per cent. up to about 6 per cent., and the 
sulphur rarely more than to one - 
third of 1 per cent. 


Availability of Siag. 


As to the solubility of the phosphoric acid 
there is also a considerable variation, but 
we must observe that the solubility ig of a 
peculiar form. The ordinary process by 
which bone and rock phosphates are tested 
for citrate soluble and water soluble phos- 
phoric acid shows the phosphoric acid of 
Thomas phosphate to be mostly of an in- 
soluble kind, but owing to the fine results

soils generally, a process was establistied

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F BREAD id the staff of life, the potato 
is the foundation that holds the working 
man up to his daily task. With a threat- 

ened destruction of that support, Mr. Work- 
iMgman has begun looking around for an 
adequate substitute.

“Eat rice. It is cheaper; it has more nour- 
ishment than the potato, and it is better for 
you. Moreover, you will be following in the 
footsteps of over half the people of the globe 
whose principal article of diet is rice.” 

Ot course we have always had a speaking 
acquaintance with rice, but we have never 
really appreciated its good qualities. The 
average American consumes about five 
pounds of rice each year, while the per cap- 
ita consumption in England is thirteen 
pounds, and in Italy, fifty pounds. In coun- 
tries like China and Japan, the average con- 
" sumption is very much more. It is the first 
of the world’s cereal crops, surpassing both 
wheat and corn in its nutritious value. 


Rice has been grown in the United States : 


for over 200 years, practically all in the 
Southern States. In the three leading rice- 
producing States—Louisiana, Texas and 
Arkansas—there are more than 813,000 acres 
devoted to its culture, with an annual pro- 
duction of 25,000,000 bushels, Within the 
past few years California has undertaken the 
culture of rice and is rapidly forging ahead 
‘as a large producer. In 1913 there were 
Planted in California about 7500 acres; in 
1914, 15,500 acres; in 1915, 32,000 acres, and 
in 1916 over 60,000 acres. The last crop of 
_ 2,300,000 bushels netted the California grow- 
ers over $4,000,000. Not a bad showing for 
an infant industry. 

Rice, like oranges and lemons, requires 
certain favorable conditions for its growth. 
The climate must be warm, with plenty of 
sunshine, and hot days. The land must be 
practically level, with plenty of water avail- 
able. The top soil must be underlaid with 
a subsoi) that is impervious to water. The 
subsoil should lie near the surface, for a 
deep soil requires more water and more time 
for its submergence than a shallow one. 
Good drainage is necessary to get the land 
in condition quickly for harvesting and to 
prevent water-logging. Like all cereal 
crops, rice should be harvested quickly after 
reaches maturity.

the grains escaped from the hulls. In Call- 
fornia, the growers have solved this problem 
by using small but powerful ball-tread trac- 
tors that run on their own endless track, and 
are capable pulling the harvesting ma- 
chinery through mud that would mire teams. 
In rice culture the size of the field depends 
largely upon local conditions. Where the 
land is very level, a field may range from 
sixty to eighty acres, while in other localities 
the field cannot be larger than one or two 
acres. In oriental countries, where 
cally ah work is done by hand, the fields 
average half an acre in area. As water is 
required to stand at a uniform depth over 
the growing line it must necessarily follow 
that the geographical character of the land 
largely determines the size of the field. 
Where rice fields are along a river it is 
customary to run a canal to the outer rim 
of the rice field, entirely surrounding it. The 
dirt taken from this canal is thrown upon 
the outer bank to form a protecting levee 
against sudden rises from the river. Water 
to food the rice field is let in from the 
stream. The larger tract inclosed by the 
main canal is now cut up by smaller canals 
into fields or subfields of suitable size, small 


levees being thrown up along each. It is es- 


sential that the surface of each of these sub- 
fields is level. The main canals average from 
ten to thirty feet wide and are about four 
feet deep. They connect with the river by 
gates. The subcanals average from 
ten feet wide and are nearly as deep 
e main canals. Boats are used to 
point on the growing area.

After the ground is plowed a disk harrow 
is rum over the surface followed by a 
smoothing harrow, and often by a heavy 
roller, which breaks up the lumps. 
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Sowing is done early in spring and about 
two bushels of seed are used to the acre. 
While there are several methods of planting 
the seed the best results are said to be ob- 
tained with a drill. This insures the equal 
distribution of the seed at a uniform depth. 

Flooding is the most important feature 
of rice growing: Except where water is 
necessary for germinating the seed flood- 
ing is not practiced until the rice is six to 
eight inches high. When the rice reaches 
this height water is run onto the land to a 
depth of from three to six inches. It is 
constantly changed to prevent stagnation. 
The principal thing to bear in mind is keep- 
ing the water at the same depth throughout 
the field, otherwise one pari will ripen he- 
fore the other. 


“Harvesting machines are brought onto 


the land as soon as the grain is ripe. It 


takes about six months to grow a crop of 
rice in this country. Where the drainage 
is good and the ground dries quickly, reap- 
ing machines are generally used. In Cali- 
fornia ball-tread tractors are almost uni- 
versally used in the rice fields. They do the 
plowing in the spring, and the reaping and 
harvesting in the fall, and when the crop 
is all harvested they will haul it to the ele- 
vator or to market. ; 
In harvesting, the rice is cut from six to 
twelve inches from the ground and the cut 
grain is laid on the stubble to keep, it off 
the wet soil, After a day’s curing the grain 
is removed from the field and stacked, Ex- 
treme care must be taken in shocking the 
grain to prevent the rice kernels from be- 
ing lost. The bundles are stacked against 
each other, with the heads in. Slow curing 


In the shade produces the toughness of ker- 


nel necessary to withstand the milling proc- 
ess. The rice is left in the shock until the 
straw is cured and the kernel hard. This 
usually takes from ten to twelve days. The 
thrashing is done by the regulation thrash- 
ing machine. 


The rice as it comes from the thrasher is 
called “paddy” or “rough rice.” It still has 
surrounding it a husk of close fitting 
cuticle. The process of milling removes 
this husk and polishes the rice. This polish- 
ing is more a fad than a necessity, for by it

The improved method of milling rice is 


quite complicated. The paddy is first 
screened to remove foreign particles. The 
hulls are removed by rapidly revolving 
stones set about two-thirds of the length of 
a rice apart. The product goes over hori- 
zontal scréens and blowers that separate 


the light chaff and the whole and broken 


kernels, The grains are now run into huge 
mortars holding from four to six bushels 
each and pounded with pesties weighing 
about 400 pounds. The grains, if properly 
cured, are not broken by this pounding. 
From these mortars the rice is removed to 
flour screens where the whole grains are 
separated from the flour and chaff. During 
the various processes the rice becomes 
heated through friction and at this stage it 
passes into cooling bins where it remains 
for eight or nine hours. It is then passed 
over brush screens where the smaller rice 
and flour are separated from the larger ker- 
nels. The grain is now ready for the pol- 
isher, to give it the pearly luster. 


The polishing is done by friction against 
the rice of pieces of moose hide or sheep- 


skin, tanned and worked to a wonderful de- 


gree of softness, These skins are loosely 
hung around the sides of a revolving cylin- 
der constructed of wood and wire gauze. 
From the polisher the rice goes to the sep- 
arating screens which grade the rice for 
the market. | 

Rice is a member of the grass family, and 
there are numerous varieties cultivated 
throughout the world. As it is the principal 
food of a large proportion of the earth's. 
population, rice growing has been one of 
the oldest agricultural industries known to 
man. In Japan, China and India, where 
rice has been raised for many centuries, 
there are over 1400 varieties found. 

The average annual im of cleaned 
rice into the United States is about 
125,000,000 pounds, and that of broken rice, 
flour and meal, over 70,000,000 more. The

This does not 
‘mean that you can step into a modern, up-to 
date store and order any piece of mahogany 
you may desire, but it does mean that you 
can see the mahogany trees in their virgin 
state, just as nature grew them many years 
ago. 

In a most isolated spot in the northern 
part of the colony of British Honduras, you 
may find a most interesting mahogany camp 
called Smith Bank. The camp propér is 
new and has every appearance of thrift and 
enterprise. The little village is inhabited by 


native creoles, with an occasional stray from 


Africa. The houses are all built on a high 
ridge, sloping to the waters edge, and 
lending a splendid view of the pine ridges 
across the river.

This house was one of the last links con- 
necting modern California with the old

Although El Tejon hacienda is a modern 
and thriving commercial establishment, the 
owners have always contrived to preserve 
much of the flavor of the early days about 
the charming old ranch house, with its patio 
under the great oaks. 

The broad porches were fragrant with 
memories and traditions. Visitors to the old 
ranch house felt that they had slipped out of 
the world of automobile traffic; motor cops, 
taxis and extra editions—slipped back into 
the proud and indolent past. At El Tejon 
you felt that every dark shadow might yield 

up Don Joaquin Murietta, the early-day 
Robin Hood who used to be the terror of the 
countryside. Every jingle of a vaquero’s 
spurs in the court yard suggested the possi- 
bility that some Spanish grandee might 
come stalking in out of the past. ; 

El Tejon was founded as an estate and 
the ranch house was partly built by Gen. 
Edward F. Beale, scholar, warrior, gentle- 
man—companion of Kit Carson in the stren- 

nous ways of the Southwest and greatest of 
all surveyors of the transcontinent roads. 

His name is indissolubly linked with the 
history of California. 
It was in his capacity of a government 
surveyor that Beale first saw the great 
ranchos.

From the peaceful ranch house, sur- 
rounded by his books and his flowers, Gen. 
Beale ruled his not inconsiderable empire. 
When he first came to El Tejop, a tribe of 
half-starved Indians were wandering around 
the valley. These he collected on the ranch 
and trained them to be honest and hard- 
working ranch hands and herders. 

In the early days of his regime, the ranch 
was the scene of many exciting and pic- 
turesque incidents. At one time, every 
stage that traveled the road out from Los 
Angeles to Bakersfield and San Francisco 
went through a country thickly infested by 
wild cut-throats. It was a common thing 
for the coach and four to be hailed from 
behind a rock by a masked bandit and pil- 
laged of its wealth. These were the days 
of the notorious Murietta; of Three-fingered 
Jack and of many other bandits whose rec- 
ords make Dick Turpin and Robin Hood 
look like the little boys who get the re-

Gradually the order faded away. Murietta 
was run to earth and shot to death. 
“Three-fingered Jack” went to his rd of 
fire and brimstone™ Peace down 
over El Tejon.

Beale’s splendid instinct for organization 
had turned the old estate into un efficient, 
well-managed cattle ranch. The work of 
pioneering done, his attention drifted to 
other directions. He went to Washington,

D. C., to make his permanent residence, 


where he played a distinguished part in pub- 
lic affairs, serving his government as Min- 
ister to Austria. He died in 1889. One of 
his daughters married John R. McLean, the 
owner and proprietor of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer; another married M. Bakhmetieff, the 
Russian Ambassador to the United States. 

In 1912, the magnificent old estate passed 
out of the hands of the Beale family and 
into the possession of the present owners.

The famed hospitality of the old days did 
not suffer by comparison with the charm 
that awaited the guest at the old ranch 
house just now destroyed. 

There were seventeen rooms all looking 
out into an open patio in the center of 
which stood a huge oak whose branches 
shaded the whole house. 

Every room in the house had its own fire- 
place in which dry oak wood was kept ready 
for the touch of the match. At one end of 
the house was Gen. Beale’s library. A short 
walk from the house was a swimming plunge 
supplied from a natural sulphur spring. 

A short distance from the house was a 
little colony of bunk houses, stables, biack- 
smith shops and corrals, while a half mile 
down the valley was a sort of little village 
where the vaqueros lived with their fam- 
ilies. 

Out across the valley and in the next can- 
yon was an Indian village where the na- 
tives have lived from time immemorial. 

The old ranch house was one of the most 
beautiful places in the world. It has passed 
on; and if we are to believe the Indians, its 
shade will house the shades of the old dons 
and hidalgos who were wont to spend their 
time on its broad porches as guests of its 
soldier host.

The police, who are dressed in a queer 
combination of uniforms, adapted from 
European styles, are always neat and alert, 
in spite of the heated pavements, or drip 
ping skies.

According to certain musical authorities, 
Puiffoprugar was the father of the violin. 
Other authorities on the subject credit him 
with but one imperfect violin, still others 
with six violins, while a certain number of 
authors heatedly contend that the lute and 
viol maker, Duiffoprugar, never made a 
violin in his life, and that all the so-called 


violins attributed to him are merely altered 
viols. 


And now comes the amazing news that 
five persons in Los Angeles suppose them- 
selves possessors of genuine Duiffoprugar 
violins! These persons are: Mr. Putney, 
once of the Putney Msuic Company in this 
city, now ot Long Beach; Mr. Romandy, who 


lives on Maple avenue; Mr. Cooper, an eleva- 


tor man in the Hub building; a gentleman 
with the Jones's Music Company, which is 
located near the Majestic building, and Mr.

M. Char- 
don, the Parisian luthier, knows of a fourth 
gamba by Duiffoprugar in Switzerland. The 
Musee of the Paris Conservatoire owns a 
violin said to be the work of Duiffoprugar. 
Like all the so-called violins of Duiffopru- 
gar, this instrument is merely an altered 
viol. Without trying to solve such a con- 
troversial point as that dealing with the 
question, “Did Duiffoprugar make violins?” 
We may say there is every reason to doubt 
that he did. J. B. Williams made a quan- 


‘tity of violins at the beginning of the nine- 


teenth century which were carved and in- 
laid after the manner of Duiffoprugar, which 
might pass among amateurs as the work of 
the Lyons lute maker. 


Sandys and Forster in their “History of 
the Violin,” state that Duiffopragar made 
several instruments for the chapel and 
chamber of Francis, some of which are to be 
found in the possession of amateurs. These 
instruments are spoken of as having a pow: 
erful and penetrating tone. 

Rev. H. R. Haweis avers, after long argu- 
ments, in his book “Old Violins,” that there 
is no evidence that Duiffoprugar ever made 
what we should call a violin, and very good 
evidence to the contrary. 


Mr. Christian Timmner, violin virtuoso of 
Amsterdam, Holland, and a thorough mu- 
sician, who, with his wife, also an accom- 
plished musician, has made Los Angeles his 
home for the past year; owns two rare old 
Violins. One is a Joseph Guarnerius, made 
in Cremona in the year 1702 and valued at 
$10,000. The other is a Petrus Guarnerius 
(brother of Joseph,) also made in Cremona 
in the year 1740. It is valued at $8000. 

The Guarnerii family, according to Rev. H. 
R. Haweis, “must have made violas or 
violins as the sands of the sea in number, 
if the frequency of their labels may be

Mr. Timmner is an expert in judging vio- 
lins and is sure that his violins are genuine. 
The Guarneri worked at the same time and 
in the same téwn and street with the great 
Stradivari. 

Mr. Newton Hawkins of Erie, Pa., a winter 
visitor in Los Angeles, has brought with him 
two rare old instruments, Mr. Hawkins had. 
at one time perhaps the most unusual quar- 
tette in the world. This was composed of 
two viols made in 1709 by Lorillard, a viola 
made in 1714 by Stradivari, and a Vatican 
Stradivarius ‘cello made in 1703 for Pope 
Clement XI. 

Thé two instruments he has brought to 
Los Angeles with him on this visit are the 
Vatican Stradivarius cello, and a Guarnerius 
violin made in 1730. Mrs. Christian Timmner 
used this cello at a recent concert given at 
the Woman's Club House. It is said to be 
It is believed that 
it was carved by Verne Marten, the famous 


mural decorator. Two angels appear on the 


front‘of the ‘cello and on the back is the 
mitre and crown suggestive of the Pope's 
power and authority. 

A later pope, His Holiness Pope Leo XIII 
(1897,) would evidently not have approved 
of Pope Clement's taste, as he placed the 
violin on his index expurgatorius of instru 
ments, declaring it too frivolous an instru- 
ment to be used for the solemnities of 
divine service. 

Lenora Jackson, the celebrated violinist, is 
now using Mr. Hawkins’s famous Straii- 
varius violin. 

Mr. Allan Hancock of this city, a member 
of the Los Angeles Symphony Orchestra, 
owns what has been said to be the finest 
‘cello in the world. It is a Nicolas Gagliano, 
made in 1747, and is valued at $35,009. 

Mr. Hancock's mother spent much of her 
time in Euröpe, and it was only after - 
search of three years or more that she 
finally decided upon this cello as the most 


remarkably fine instrument that she could 


purchase. 

From time to time she took the most 
famous musicians she could find in Europe) 
to play upon it, and she had their consens 
of opinion that it was the most perfect c 
all ‘cellos. It was purchased from th 
famous Sylvestre-Mancotel collection 
Paris. 

Some time ago Mr. Hancock loaned th’: 
cello to a celebrated artist who was to pl 
in this city. The artist gave his programm 
for the evening on his own ‘cello, but When 
an encore was demanded he used Mr. Ha- 
cock’s Gagliano. It is said that the tone f 
this rare instrument is magical. The effect 
it produced upon this artist's audience crr- 
tainly justifies this statement. They went 
fairly wild with enthusiasm, even jumpir< 
up on their chairs in their excitement. 

There is scarcely anyone, no matter how 
modern his tendencies, who has not the 
love of the antique in his heart, in one form 


or another; while all of us have reverente - 


for the genius these old instrument makers 
have embodied in their masterpieces, ‘the 
result of intelligent, painstaking and ang 
labor.

A MEXICAN CHRISTENING. 


The padrinos (godparents) are chosen 
from among people of higher standing or 
from very intimate friends. Among the 
poor the custom of choosing betterclass 
padrinos prevails. 

Another custom is that of someone's of- 
fering to be godfather or godmother to the 
prospective mother. This liberty is taken 
gnly among intimate friends. The padrinos 
generally are either married or engaged 
couples, as they must prove reliable to the 
assumed responsibilities that follow. The 
first duty for the ceremony is that ‘of the 
madrina’s (godmother) giving the robe to 
be worn by the baby for the christening. 
This robe is more or less elegant in accord- 
ance with the class to which the parents 
belong. The padrino (godfather) pays the 


priest his fees and has cards printed with 


the name of the child, the date if its birth, 


Formerly it was the custom to paste a sil- 
ver coin to the cards sent out. Those for 
the parents had a gold piece of from five 
to twenty dollars. Sometimes when the 
padrino wanted to make a display of his 
generosity he would put a Mexican gold 


dollar, which is a little smaller thar the 
ten-cent American silver piece. 
The ceremony of the christening takes 


as it finished they all come out of the 
church, stand at the door and the moment 
padrinos appear cry out in one voice, 


handfuls of centavos (copper cents) and 
throws them away, and off the hangers-on 


coin called “medio” whose value was 6% 
cents, then there was another coin called 
“real” whose value was 12% cents. Two

two of these “reals” were worth 25 cents. 
The “medio” was a little larger than the 
Mexican silver five-cent piece, and the real“ 
larger than the American ten-cent coin. 
Both the “medio” and the “rea!” disap- 
peared from circulation years ago. 

At last the padrinos free themselves from 
these rioters (you can almost cell them 
that) and off they go to the home of their 


“ahijado” (godchild) where, awaiting them. 


was a well-spread table, with chocolate and 
dainties. Among the rich champagne is 
served instead, followed by a cold lunch. 
The baptism usually takes place between 
2 and 5 p.m. After the lunch the festivi- 
ties are continued with dancing and merry- 
making, for which these people certainly 
have an inclination. 

When, the padrines arvive at the howe of 
their “ahijado” they are received at the 
door by the mother, who takes her child 
in her arms and kisses the new Christian, 


for before that the child is considered a 


“gentil” (gentile.) Then she gives the baby 
to the nurse, who passes it around to the 
friends who have come to the flesta, having 
been invited before hand. The mother then 
welcomes the padrinos and all address one 
another by “compadre” and “comadre” and 
from this date commences between them 
and the child a bondage of relationship that 
is curious to see, as it holds love, respect 


and sacrifice. Of course there are some 


who do not look upon this in the same way, 
but this is only among a few—the modern 
people of these modern times. 

The godfather and the godmother's duties 
are to see to the spiritual and physical 
wants of this child. Should the child be in 
need of anything and the parents be unable 
to attend to it, the padrinos see to these 
hecessities even to the expenses of a burial. 
Should all be wealthy, handsome presents 
are given the child. 


The parents teach respect and devotion | 


for these padrinos equal to that received 
by their children. Visits are paid every 


Sunday at their padrinos’ house, where they 


remain for dinner. The writer still re-

HE art ot turkey raising on a large 


scale, where the birds are counted by 

the thousands, is one that is very lit- 
tle understood, but is nevertheless attract- 
ing more and more people, causing many 
heartaches and shrinking pocketbooks. 
Possibly a few words from one who has 
watehed the operations of a large herd from 
egg to roasting pan would be of some value 
to those beginning the struggle. Let us be- 
gin with the setting of the hens and follow 
through the various stages of development. 
When the hens have started to set they are 
moved at night to a special room, where 
mests 14x24 are arranged on three sides, 
seven to a side and two rows across the 
center, making accommodations for thirty- 
five birds. Sixteen eggs are placed under 
each hen. They are confined to the nests 
by slat doors and are compelled to come 
off for food and exercise twice each day. 
Only a part are let out at a time to avoid 
confusion when returning to the nests. 
For thirty-six hours after hatching the 
poults are not disturbed, and then each 
mother with her brood is moved to an 
A-shaped coop, where they will have quiet 
and shade. They are given a first meal 
of water and fine grit, and thereafter, three 
times daily, are fed a wet mash of kurds 
or cottage cheese; the wet mash consists 
of corn meal dampened to a crumbly con- 
sistency with boiling water and mixed with 
ground green alfalfa. In mixing this mash 
it must never be allowed to become doughy 
or heavy from an excess of water, and must 
always crumble readily between the fingers, 
for a soggy mash cannot be digested by 
baby turkeya. This feed is used unt the

birds are well grown, gradually adding 
cracked wheat and then whole wheat to 
the ration. Pans of fresh or sour milk 
should be before them at all times, the 
milk being renewed and pans scalded fre- 
quently. Water is given after -each meal 
and then removed, as they are inclined to 
fill up on water and not eat, especially in 
warm weather. Rapid changes in diet are 
dangerous to turkeys of all ages, and all 
changes should be made gradually to allow 
the digestive tract to accustom itself to 
the new food. When the poults are two 
weeks old they should be gathered together 
in small bands (if raising them on a large 
scale not more than 200 in one band) and 
put in sheds that are boarded up on three 
sides, with the fourth side covered with 
wire and facing so as to let in the morning 
sun and fresh air. Each shed should have 
a large runway, in which the birds exer- 
cise and pick up bugs, and the corners of 
the shed should be boarded off to prevent 
crowding at night. The hens are taken 
away after eight weeks, and thereafter a 
supply of air-slacked lime is kept in front 
of the young turkeys constantly. The lime 
is a very important factor in helping diges- 
tion and preventing disease, as well as af- 
fording material for bone growth. You will 
notice a turkey raised wholly on alfalfa will 
not have the fine flavor or firmness of flesh 
that one that is raised principally on grain 
or finished off on it develops. If possible 
they should be herded in the same manner 
as sheep on stubble fields. The turkeys 
glean the waste grain and pick up insects 
for anima) food, thereby making rapid 
growth under natural conditions.

They are better able to resist 
disease and there is little danger of over- 
feeding, yet the flock should be constantly 
watched, corrals should be scrupulously 
clean and the roosts sprayed with distil- 
late to kill mites and ticks; dusting places 
should be provided so they can help keep 
themselves clean, and their legs should be 
dipped in crude oil, kerosene and water. 
Any bird that seems dump or off its feed 
should de immediately isolated until it is 
back to normal; this will mean few losses

Surely such an edu- 
cation may be applied to any business with 
like results. In any calling, no matter what 
it may be, one cannot know too much about 
men and human nature and the diversified 
characteristics of the American people.

These soldiers who resent their of- 
ficers’ superiority carry this idea to a false 
extreme.

But as to forming a “distinct American 
type, it must be remembered that he comes 
from Maine and Florida, Texas and the Da- 
kotas, Kansas and the Pacific Slope. Each 
has brought with him the peculiarities and 
characteristics of the people of his locality. 
Men from every State, every locality in the 
Union, are thus brought together in a com- 
mon cause; and the result is that local 
characteristics are absorbed. Maine laughs 
good-naturedly at the peculiarities of 
Florida; Kansas learns the way of Slopers; 


Dakota understands Texas. And in the final 


analysis we have ‘the American soldier, de- 
cidedly the truest cosmopolitan we possess. 

The United States Army is an education 
in Americanism. No school, no other voca- 


tion, no amount of travel will give a man 


such a wide knowledge of this country as a 
whole as will an enlistment in the regular 
army. I am such a crank on this subject 
that I cannot consider a man fit for his 
struggle with the world until he has served 
an enlistment. Surely, if one’s work calls 
for a knowledge of character and of all the 


education, and who, on the outside, would 
be most likely to have his own way and be a 
person of some consequence, is almost al- 
ways the readiest to lend himself to military 
discipline and to harbor no ill feeling in 
regard to an officer’s superiority. This man 
has imagination, a sense of humor and of 
standardization, and he can play the game 
good-naturedly to the minutest detail. 


While on the other hand, the resentful one's 


lack of imagination and humor causes him 
to look at the officer’s superiority as a per- 
sonal insult; and his lack of a sense of 
standardization dims his vision to the ex- 
tent that he cannot see the results to be 
gained in time of war from the everyday 
practice in the Wubservience of the whole 
machine to the workings of ond mind. 
This latter class comprises most of the 
deserters. And it may be just as well, for 
the instinct of a soldier is not in them. 
They can’t play. And what else than play 
is soldiering in time of peace? What 
is the everyday drill but mimic warfare? 
What is target practice but make believe 
butchery of the enemy? Why does the sen-

I am hungry, but I am anxious to get 
further impressions of the terrible changes 
wrought by this war in the streets of Ber- 
lin. Through Friedrichstrasse, then follow- 
ing Leipsigstrasse, I walk until I come to 
Leipzig Platz. Then I take Wilhelmstrasse 
until I come to Unter den Linden. Every- 
where I go the sights I see depress me hor- 
ribly. Again I exclaim: “Two years since 
I have been in Berlin, and what a change!” 
It is 8 p.m. already. I must return to 
, where we will hold a secret meet- 
ing. I enter a restaurant and find out that 
even fish is on ration. The sights I have 
seen during the last couple of hours have 
depressed me greatly. I cannot eat much, 
anyway. The fish supper, for which I have 
to pay three marks, would have cost less 
than one mark. They cannot serve you 
with coffee. It is possible that one might 


obtain coffee at a high-class hotel restau- 


rant, but not in ordinary food houses. Tea 
is also rare; a pound of tea now costs nine 
or ten marks. I have my food card which 
I have obtained from the police; it is 
punched. 
I keep my engagement at the appointed 
time. I am utterly disheartened. I do not 
see much hope for a successful uprising 
against our rulers. I feel we are helpless; 
I fee] that we must look to our enemies to 
overthrow our rulers. 
Yet again 1 am beginning to change my 
mind. The mental vitality of our Father- 
land has not been sapped yet. We have 
courageous women. They are reckless. 
They will carry the sacred germs of rebel- 
lion to the fronts, to where our beloved sol- 


diers are giving their lives so that our 


rulers live. 

One woman alone assures me that she 
can recruit fifty young women to carry our 
manifestos to the troops. Our canvass 
shows that we can rely on no less than 
1500 such heroic women. Many of these 
women are not Socialists, but they have 
dear ones at both fronts. These women 
look like middle-aged women in their 
gloomy, mourning dresses, but they are 
young women, none of them over 28 years 
of age. 

Food riots are taking place everywhere. 
The Berlin police are very busy keeping 
their eyes on certain suspected persons. 
But there are more suspicious-looking per- 
sons in Berlin than there are eyes on the 
heads of the Berlin police. The greater 
part of the Prussian munitions are being 
manufactured in Berlin and its surround-
